Washington, June I1!.—The Panama 
joint commission met today in Secretary 
Taft’s office and spent tw@ hours in dis- 
cussing the currency question. 

The Panama commissioners presented 
their views at length and produced a copy 
of the bill pending before their legisla- 
ture providing for the establishment of a 
gold standard in Panama on the same 
basis as in the United States except a 
provision for subsidiary coin in silver at 
the ratio of 32 to |, ‘‘the same as that 
obtaining in the Philippines.’ 

Secretary Taft Insisted that adequate 
provision be made for a sufficient reserve 
fund to maintain the silver on a gold 
basis if the silver colin was to be used in 
the canal zone. ; 

The Panama _  reprasentatives stated 
that their government already had given 
study to this question and had provided 
for a deposit of $6,000,000 for the benefit 
of posterity, allowing the remaining 
$4,000,000 of the $10,000,000 received 
from the United States to be employed 
in public works. They expressed the be- 
lief that the government would adopt a 
pian satisfactory to the United States, 
but thev wanted time to redraft the 
pending bill and consult with their peo- 
ple. The commission therefore adjourned 
to meet here next Saturday. It was 
made evident im the views expressed by 
the Panama representatives thag they 
were inclined to adhere strictly to the 
currency system used in the United 
States.

Liao-Yang, June !!.—The entire Rus- 
sian plan.of campaign is directed from 
a railway carriage, in which General 
Kuropatkin works, eats and sleeps. The 
comander in chief passes the most of 
his time in his study at work, Al- 
though small of stature, he !s distin- 
guished among his entourage, however 
brilliant may be their uniforms, by his 
determined gestures and sturdy figure. 

He has the reputation of being severe, 
but just, and his word is law. He takes 
little or mo rest, except a half hour's 
siesta after lunch, when the heat is ex- 
cessive, and he occasionally indulges in 
the distraction of reading literary 
works. 

The general eats well of simple food, 
seldom remaining at the table more than 
a half hour. He drinks wine sparingly, 
smokes a cigar or two after breakfast 
and sets a general example of abstem- 
ijousness to his officers. He rises at 7 
o’clock and retires at midnight. After 
drawing up a daily dispatch to the em- 
peror describing the situation, his morn- 
ings are engaged in the consideration of 
coTrespondence and tactical questions. 
He often mounts a horse and makes a 
tour Of inspection of the camps and 
military works around Liao-Yang, sees 
visitors during the afternoon and receives 
reports. 

Kuropatkin is much interested in the 
Red Cross work, visits the hospitals and 
speaks encouragingly to the patients. 
He never misses going to the station to 
meet trains bringing wounded men in, 
and out of the funds sent from St. 
Petersburg gives them money according 
to their rank-—$!.50 to an unmarried, 
$2.50 to a married man, and as much 
as $250 to officers. He also distributes 
medals to the wounded who have per- 
formed acts of special bravery.

The boat was 
understood to be preparing to compete 
with the Holland boat Fulton for en- 
durance, speed and availability as a tor- 
pedo boat under water and awash. 
The navy department officials had made 
ready for the test on which depends tho 
expenditure of $800,000, appropriated by 
congtess at the last session for the pur- 
chase of the best type of a submarine 
boat. The- Fulton thas had its trials, 
but the Protector has not appeared on 
the course, and the naval trial board 
does not know where she is or whether 
she will be presented at all. The Lake 
people have not notified the department 
of her withdrawal from the contest. 
Therefore the naval officers do not know 
whether she is aboard the Norwegian 
tramp steamer as reported or quietly 
practicing in some secluded Long Islan4j 
cove preparatory for a test. 

But it makes little difference from an 
international point of view what has bhe- 
come of this boat in the opinion of the 
state department since Hamilton Fish. 
when secretary of state, laid down an 
opinion to the effect that a torpedo boat 
capable of being carried on the deck of 
a ship might properly be regarded as an 
article of merchandise and so might be 
sold to a belligerent without violation 
of neutrality, but subject to the risk 
of seizure on the high seas.

COUNTIES MAY GET FELONS. 


Sonvicts Under Two-Year Terms for 
Road Building. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 11.—(Special.j— 
The directors of the penitentiary have 
made a very interesting report to the 
governor, in which they show a large 
increase in the acreage on the state 
farm on the Roanoke river, near the 
Virginia state line. This year the area 
in cultivation is 4,500 acres, of which 
1,800 is in cotton, 1,900 in corn, 500 
in peanuts and 300 in oats and other 
crops. 

The penitentiary has no debts and its 
assets amount to $85,000. The num- 
ber of state convicts has, for the first 
time in over thirty years, fallen under 
700. Very few convicts are coming 
and the number is steadily diminish- 
ing. 

The penitentiary directors will advo- 
cate a law providing that persons sen- 
tenced to terms of more than two years 
shall be sent to the penitentiary, coun- 
ties which desire convicts for road-build- 
ing to be allowed to take those ynder 
that term. The judges send most of the 
able-bodied convicts to the roads, and 
send the cripples and sick and the very 
long-termed criminals to the peniten- 
tlary. The pick of the convicts in the 
state are now at work building county 
roads,

Lakewood Tragedy Cause of it 
ferent “Spirit Messages,” 


Medium Morrow and Medium Let- 
ford Cannot Agree on What 
They Hear from the Spirit 
World About Miss 
Kloeckler’s Death. 


Since coroner’s turies and officers of 
the law have failed to solve the mystery 
surrounding the tragic death of Sophie 
Kloeckler at Lakewood, the spiritualistie 
mediums have taken the case up and are 
seeking to get the spirits, which they 
claim control them, to tell the cause of 
Miss Kloeckler’s death. hose who be- 
Heve in spiritualism thought that by this 
method the mysterv would certainly be 
eolved, but the two mediums who say 
they have had talks wit} their chief 
spiritua] controllers in the other world 
have received messages as widely diverg- 
ent and as contradictory and as puzzling 
as the earthly evidence in the case. 

First came William T{. Morrow, who 
wrote a letter to the Kloeckler family, 


with the name of “Sophie” signed to It, 


and in which he made the writer say she 
was communicating with her people from 
the spirit land. fn that letter the 
medium made Miss~Kloeckler say she 
was murdered, and that the cause ot 
the crime was fealousy. She did not 
mention the name of her murderer, she 
eid. because she did not wish harm to 
come to him. ; 

Tt was learned a few davs ago that 
Medium Morrow wrote the letter. He ad- 
mitted the fact and furnished The Con- 
stitution with a card, {In which he gave 
out the facts about the whole affair. He 
claimed to be under the ‘control of the 
spirit of one Signor Enrico Wrougala, a 
famous Italian surgeon: who died two 
hundred and three years agd. He said 
that Wrougaln brought him the message 
from Miss Kloeckler. 

The Mediums Disagree. 

Then came George A, Letford, a Chis 
cago traveling man, who claims to he 
a medium who not only . talks with 
spirits, but who can see them. That 
Was more than Medium Morrow claimed, 
Letford held a seance and says that his 
controller in the splirit world, a child 
who died in Florida fifteen years ago 
when it was but !|8 months of age, came 
to him and showed him Miss Kloeckler. 
Letford says his message from Miss 
Kloeckler is that she went to Lakewood 
happy and contented, but in a moment of 
insane desire suddenly leaped into the 
lake and drowned heme'if. 

Now comes Medium Morrow again, and 
with the following statément, which he 
says comes from Miss Kloeckler to him 
through his chief controller, the dead 
Italian -surgeon. 


Another Letter from “Sophie.” 


"Message dictated by spirit Miss Sophie 
Kloeckler, second sphere spirit land, to 
William H. Morrow, medium. Read and 
approved by spirit, chief control Signor 
Enrico Wrougala, surgeon: 

“FT want to say to you that I never gave 
a word to Letford; never appeared to 
him at any time. He labors under a de- 
lusion. I was murdered a? Lakewood just 
as the letter to my mother stated. I 
have never at any time since my pdAssing 
out of my body appeared or talked. to any 
in mortal life except yourself, and 
you stand squarely by the statement 
which will be proven to be true in the 
future. I am go sorry tnat you are so 
taxed and put to inconvenience about 
the matters, but I am So glad to see that 
you have the manhood to eome out in 
the papers vindicating the correctness of 
my message. Wait and see tor yourseif 
as to the proof of my statement, 

“Again I sincerely thank you. I am 
very happy now. Sincerely your spirit 
friend, SOPHIE.’ 

Tnere is a sMght discrepancy in what 
Medium Mortow has siated aad what he 
says his controller tells him Miss Kloeck- 
ler says. He has said that upon his re- 
quest Miss Kloeckler talked with an- 
other medium in the city, a lady, and 
verified what she had stated to him. In 
the letter this is contradicted. 

It Mystifies the Spirits. 

I¢ will be seen. that the Lakewood 
tragedy has not only mystified the peo- 
ple of earth, but, according to the pro- 
feased mediums who communicate with 
the other world, the affair is mot clear toe 
the inhabitants of the spirit land. 

There are a large number of spiritug!]- 
ists in Atlanta who devoutly believe in 
the occult science which gives certain 
mortals the power to talk with departed

FIREBUGS WORK 
IN EARLY HOURS 


Four Negro Houses Set on 
Fire Yesterday Morn- 


ing, 


Incendiarieg seem to have been un- 
usually active in Atlanta yesterday, and 
as a result one negro cottage was al- 
most totally destroyed by fire and three 
others were badly damaged. Three of 
the houses were located on Humphries 
street and the other on an alley in the 
rear of Capitol avenue. | 

On Friday morning the fire department 
Was called to this latter place, and the 
blaze was easily extinguished. There 
were evidences at that time that a fire- 
bug had been at work. 

Yesterday morning while the fire de- 
partment was fi,uuns a use at Nos. 84, 
86 and 88 Humphries street at 4 o’clock, 
an alarm was received calling the de- 
partment to the negro house in the rear 
of Capitol avenue, The fire there had 
gained considerable headway and the 
house was almos: completely destroyed 
before it could be checked, The firemen 
discovered that oil had been é,attereu 
about the place and there was every 
evidence that the dwelling had been set 
on fire. 

The same condition was discovered 
at the houses on Humphries street. These 
houses were occupied by Fannie Hender- 
son, Rosa Baber and Jane White, all ne- 
gvoes. They are unable to explain why 
anyone should wish to destroy. their 
homes. 

Chief Joyner is satisfied that the house 
in the rear of Capitol avenue was de- 
stroyed by fireburgs and he has reported 
the matter to the police. 

A strange coincidence in connection 
with this fire is recalled by Police Ser- 
geant Bonnell, who says that the house 
occupying this location was destroyed 
by fire twenty-five gears ago. He was 
present at both conflagrations.

IS BELIEVED COAST LIVE 
WOULD BUY STATE ROAD 


Road to the Atlantic Seaboard 
Would Result in Better 
Freight Rates for All 

Local Shippers. 


And now comes another messenger into 
Atlanta crying that the surest method 
of adjusting the freight rates charged 
by the railroads running into and out 
from Atlanta lies in the extension of the 
state road to the sea. 

But this proposition for the extension 
ef the Western and Atlantic differs trom 
other proposed routes, in that it does 
not lead to a Georgia seaport such as 
Savannah or Brunswick, but rather to 
Charleston, 8. C. While none of the in- 
terested inhabitants of the Atlanta rail- 
road world would talk for publication on 
the subject, this much was learned by a 
renorter. 

The extension of the W. & A. to Char- 
leston would have this advantage—it 


| 


would make the Atlantic Coast Line 
get busy and submit a proposition for 
the purchase or an extension of the 
Western and Atlantic lease and would 
mean a saving of freight rates for an 
ocean waterway freight. 

On the other hand, if the state would 
begin to build a line to Charleston, this 
would practically parallel the Georgia to 
Augusta and it is believed that the At- 
lantie Coast Line would put in a big 
bid for the purchase or lease of the 
W. & A. to Chattanooga. As both the 
Central of Georgia and the Southern have 
lines running from Atlanta to Chattanoo- 
ga, they are prohibited by the constitu- 
tion of the state from leasing or pur- 
chasing the W, & A. 

As to the value of the W. & A. prop- 
erty, it stands in a class al] by itself. 
Of all the roads in Georgia, its earning 
capacity more than doubles any other 
line per mile, and is six or seven times 
greater than most of the roads, The 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
leases the Western and Atlantic from 
the state of Georgia for $420,000 per an- 
num, The W. & A.’s net earnings last 
year were in excess of $850,000. This 
proves just how valuable a property the 
w. & A. is, and it. is believed that if 
vigorous steps were taken for its ex- 
tension to the sea, at Charleston, the 
Atlantic Coast’ Line would immediately 
get busy and the state would win from

the price the Coast Line would pay. 
When the present lease was made in 1890 
the state road was valued at more than 
$8,000,000. Now if in addition to pay- 
ing that $420,000 the road makes $850,- 
000 net. Capitalize that at 10 per cent 
and it adds $8,500,000 more to the value 
of the property. Conservative railway 
men say that the Western and Atlantic 
would be worth at least $15,000,000 to 
the Atlantic Coast Line. 

And it is growing more valuable all 
the time. 

There is always the possibility that the 
Louisville and Nashville may parallel the 
State road from Dalton into Atlanta, it 
being assumed that the Lb & N_ will 
build a sixty-mile extension from Dalton 
to Wetmore, a point on the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern, . 

The lease of the state road runs until 
1920, sixteen years longer, Some people 
Say that the state has waited too long 
to sell, or as they say in the stock ex- 
changes, has overstayed the market. A 
few years ago a former member of the 
legislature started a movement to sell 
the road, but it did not materialize. 
Conservative railway men do not believe 
the L. & N. or the Atlantic Coast Line 
—the former being controlled by the 
latter—would attempt to parallel the 
State’s road from Atlanta to Chatta- 
nooga so long as there its a chance to 
buy it. It is also suggested that railroads 
invariably bring a high price unless sold 
bv a receiver 

Traffic men do not think that a new 
road from Atlanta to any south Atlantic 
port, whether Brunswick, Savannnah or 
Charleston, would have any material in- 
fluence on Atlanta's freight rates. The 
railway men say that a new road would 
have a hard enough time to make fixed 
charges even at present rates. If these 
rates were reduced, they argue, the 
road would be that much worse off. They 
do not believe for a minute that a new 
road, Mullt and owned By a corporation, 
would reduce the rates. And if the state 
should build the proposed line, and low- 
ér rates, they detlare that there would 
be a big deficit every year which the 
state would have to provide for. Many a 
business man, however, disagrees with 
the traffic men on this _ proposition. 
They say it is natural for a railroad 
man to be opposed to more competition 


FOUR KILLED

Sewer Gas lenited by the

Chicago, June !!.—By an explosion to- 
day in the huge sewer bé@ing constructed 
along Thirty-ninth street manholes were 
blown up for many MWlocks, the street 
was badly torn and a frame building de- 
‘molished. 

Four mén were killed. Three workmen, 
accompanied by City Engineer Guy Milt- 
more, who carried a gasolene torch, were 
going down into the sewer when they 
encountered sewer gas and the eMlosion 
followed. All four were killed. 

In addition to sewer gas it Is thought 
possible that petroleum had leaked into 
the sewer, as for fifteen minutes after 
the explosion fire burned fiercely.

New York. June I!.—John Mitchell, 
president of the United Mine Workers, 
sailed for Europe today, accompanied by 
Dr. W. E. Weyl, a Pennsylvania clergy- 
man, who has worked actively tn the 
interests of miners. They will tour the 
British isles and Europe, studying labor 
conditioris. In August Mr. Mitchell will 
go to Paris as the American delegate to 
the international convention of miners, 


and they expect the railroad people to 
throw cold water on the plan of extend- 
Ing the state road from Atlanta to any 
port. 

The present effort to enlist interest 
in the road between Atlanta and Charles- 
ton is headed by M. T. Lannigan, of 
Brunswick, Ga. 

Mr, Lannigan believes that when the 
present lease expires important conec- 
tions will route all freight by other lines 
and this will practically put the state 
road out of business. He also believes 
that Atlanta will then be put to her 
best efforts to provide an outlet to the 
sea in order to obtain the routing of 
freights from the west over her road, 
and will undoubtedly be glad to go in 
with Charleston to build a road to the 
coast.

The week, of course, began with the 
BeBsion of the general] council last Mon- 
day afternoon, and, as everyone predict- 
ed, it was of such 
Sergions were held before the work was 
completed. 

I@st Monday counc'i}. adopted the ap- 
portionment sheet, which contained many 
interesting items, among them one for 
$20,000 for the purchase of Piedmont 
park and another for $3,000 for the open- 
ing of a North Atlanta public school in 
Piedmont park the coming September. 
The sheet was adopted by council with 
two opposing votes, one from Council- 
man Amorous and the other from Coun- 
cilman Quillian, both of whom voted in 
the negative because the sheet contained 
an appropriation of $2,500 for the Geor- 
gia. building at the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition. 


Also during the session of council last 
Monday the report of the special com- 
mittee, of which Alderman Inman was 
chairman, regarding the Piedmont park 
purchase and the annexation of North 
Atlanta, was adopted, which ended the 
work of the committee. 

hig report provided for the purchase 
of Piedmont park by paying $20,000 this 
year, $10,000,- without interest, during 
January, 1905, and the remainder—about 
$9,000—with interest at 6 per cent per 
annum during January, 1906. The re- 
port also provided for an extension of 
the city limits trom a point 200 feet west 
of West Peachtree street to a point 200 
feet north of the center of Fiftenth 
Street, and along the west and south 
Sides of the tracks of the Southern rail- 
Way as far as the Williams Mill road, 
and thence along the road and along 
Prospect place to the city limits. The re- 
port of the committee provides that a 
achool shall be opened in this territory 
during September, and that, in order to 
Give the section better representation in 
council, a genera] redistricting of the 
city shall take place, which shall result 
in the making of not less than edght 
new wards. 


. Report Is Adopted. 

All of this report was adopted by the 
gfeneral council exactly as it was pre- 
sented by the committee, and it has been 
concurred in by the aldermanic board. 

During the session of counci) last Mon- 
day various charter amendments were 
esked for, but the principal one provided 
for such an amendment as wil] permit 
the municipality to charge $300 for H- 
censes upon certain kinds of business. 

Council began the reading of the gen- 
eral tax ordinance during its session of 
last Monday, but did not conclude it, 
preferring to hear it read at an adjourn- 
ed session on Tuesday evening. The 
Tuesday evening session was held, but 
again the measure was not adopted, the 
‘second reading not having been com- 
pleted, and council adjourned until 10 
o'clock Thursday, at which time the gen- 
eral tax ordinance was adopted. 

In the meanwhile, however, other 
things had been happening. On Monday 
members of council had taken occasion 
to deal rather severely with the mem- 
bers of the board of park commission- 
ers because of the supposed generai in- 
activity of the members of that body 
regarding park affairs. A meeting of the 
park board had already been called for 
last Wednesday.

GEORGIA DELEGATION 
PREPARES FOR TRIP 


Preparations Were Completed at 
Meeting Held Yesterday 
Morning 


JUDGE JOHN W. MADDOX 
HEADS THE DELEGATION 


Georgians Will Leave for St. Louis 
July 3, in Special Train Over 
N., C. and St. L.—Maddox 
for Chairman of Plat- 
form Committee. 


The Georgia delegation to the demo- 
cratic national convention will leave At- 
janta for St. Louis on the afternoon of 
Sunday, July 3. 

This was determined at the meeting 
of the delegation at the Kimball house 
yesterday morning. The delegation will 
go via the Western and Atlantic, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Louisville and Nashville route, 
General Passenger Agent C. BE. Harman, 
of the Western and Atlantic, being in 
personal charge. 

The Georgians will have a special train 
to be known as the Georgia delegates’ 
train, which will be equipped with a din- 
ing car and severa] sleeping cars. Other 
Georgians who may desire to avail them- 
selves of the special rates to take in the 
great gathering of democrats of the na- 
tion cam do so by communicating with 
General Passenger Agent Harman. 

The Georgia headquarters at St. Louis 
will be at the Southern hotel, Immedi- 
ately after the national committee had 
selected St. Louls as the meeting Place, 
National Committeeman Clark Howell 
touk up the matter of headquarters with 
the leading hotels of the city and finally 
selected the Southern, reserving rooms 
for the entire delegation. This action, 
with the terms offered, was reported to 
the meeting yesterday, and was ratified 
unanimously and with thanks. Othér per- 
eons contemplating attendance upon the 
convention will do well to makes their 
hotel arrangements in advance, as it is 
expected the crush at St. Louis will be 
heavy at that time. 

The Delegates Present. 

Of the twenty-six members of the Geor- 
gia delegation, fourteen were present in 
person at !'! o’clock, when National Com- 
mitteeman Howell called the meeting to 
order. These were J. W. Maddox, of 
Rome; James R. Gray, of Atlanta, and 
Charles R. Pendleton, of Macon, dele- 
gates from the state at large; A. C. Ri- 
ley, of the third; H. C. Fisher, of the 
fourth: A. H. Van Dyke, of the Fifth; 
J. E. Pottle and Robert T. Daniel, of 
the sixth: Moses Wright and Albert 
Strickland, of the seventh; J. D. Price, 
of the eighth; W. W. Stark, of the ninth; 
C. Bruce Young and W. B. Cawford, of 
the tenth. 

Mr. Howell called the meeting to order 
and explained its purposes. It had been 
customary, he said, for the delegation to 
meet and organize tmmediately upon the 
adjournment of the state convention. 


delegation had suggested such a meeting 
on the afternoon of the recent convention, 
but it had been found that severa)] of 
the delegates had left the city on the 
afternoon trains, so it was decided to 
issue a call for the 26th. It being found 
that a later date would be more satis- 
factory to some of the members of the 
delegation, he had, accordingly, re- 
eciended the first call. <A large ‘majority 
of the membera, however, having ex- 
pressed a desire for a meeting some day 
last week he issued the call for yester- 
day’s meeting. 
Maddox Elected Chairman. 

Mr. Howell expressed the opinion that 
the first step should be the selection of 
a chairman for the delegation. Mr. Young, 
of the tenth district, placed in mnomina- 
tion that veteran Georgia statesman, 
who, in the balloting before the state 
convention, had led all the rest, Hon. 
John W. Maddog, of Rome. The nomi- 
nation was enthusiastically seconded by 
Judge Daniel, of the sixth district, and 
Dr. Crawford, of the tenth, and Judge 
Maddox was unanimously elected. 

After returning thanks for the honor 
conferreq upon him, Judge Maddox sug- 
gested that the next step should be the 
selection of a secretary of the delegation. 
Hon. H. M. McIntosh, of the second dis- 
trict, was nominated and unantmously 
elected. As Mr. Mcintosh wag not pres- 
ent Dr. Van Dyke was selected to act as 
secretary of the meeting. 

Upon roll call, it was found that Hon. 
John D. Little held the proxy of his 
father, Judge W. A. Little, of the fourth 
district; that Hon. J. D. Price had the 
proxy of his associate from the eighth 
district, Senator Skelton, and that eight 
of those unable to be present had sent 
their proxies to Mr. Howell, asking him 
to act for them. 

Purpose of the Meeting. 

Some question being raised as _ to 
proxies in case it was determined to se- 
lect at this time the Georgia representa- 
tives upon the different committees of 
the convention, Mr. Howell said thls 
meeting was, as he understodd it, solely 
for the purpose of organization and of 
completing the arrangements for the trip 
to St. Louls and he asked unanimous 
consent that it be declared the purpose 
of this mecting to take no steps beyon1 
making arrangements for the trip. This 
was done. 

The written propositions from the dif- 
ferent railroad lines which had been 
sent Mr. Howell were then read by Sec- 
retary Van Dyke. Mr. Beam, represent- 
ing the Southern, and Mr. Harman. 
representing the Western and Atlantic, 
both of whom were present, supplemented 
their written statements by short oral 
arguments in favor of their respective

Judge Daniel was 
named a committee of one to take the 
matter up with the representative of the 
company, and later he closed a contract 
by which each delegate is to be furnished 
an individual badge containing his name 
and the fact that he is delegate at large 
or district delegate. The coat of arms 
of Georgia will be the distinguishing 
the name of the 
state jn large letters being at the top. 
Alternates’ badges will also be previded. 

After the adjournment of the meeting 
the committee to close with the railroads 
met and accepted the proposition of the 
Western and Atlantic for a Georgia dele- 
gates’ train. 

For Chairman of Platform Committee 

Mr. Howell entertained the members 
of the delegation at luncheon !n private 
dining room No. 115. At luncheon there 
was informal discussion of the work to 
be done at St. Louls, in the course of 
which the necessity of having Georgta 
represented upon the rlatform committee 
by a man of wide experience in legisla- 
tion and in political affairs was advanced. 
It was unanimously decided that the 
Georgia flelegation shall urge upon ths 
national convention the appointment of 
Judge Maddox to the chairmanship of 
that most important committee. Judges 
Maddox was un!versally recognized as the 
right man to not only represent Georgia 
upon that committee, but the opinion 
was general that no other state could 
present a better man for the chairman- 
ship.

LOCKS IN SAVANNAH RIVER. 


Scheme Will Solve Serious Naviga- 
tion Problem. 

Augusta, Ga, June 1 1.—(Special.)—Riv- 
er men have developed a plan for the 
betterment of navigation on the Sa- 
vannah river, which they hope will 


‘pan out much better than the present 


system of jetties. The project is to 
tear out all the jetties now in use in 
the river and substitute therefor two 
locks. as 
The proomters of this plan believe 
that they have solved the dificult prob- 
lem of all the year water in the chan- 
ne] of the Savannah. One of the locks 
may be located at New Savannah, just 
15 miles below Augusta, and the other 
at King creek, about 40 miles lower 
down. These two places afford the 
greatest obstacles to navigation. It is 
thought, if they can be fixed, there 
will be no more delays or failures of 
the boats to reach Augusta during low 
water in the summer and fall. The 
idea is to impound the water at these 
two points and pass the river steamers 
through the locks just as it is proposed 
to pass steamships through the Panama 
canal when it is_ completed. 
Congressman Hardwick wiil be asked 
to take the matter up with the author- 
ities in Washington at once.

He returned Mon- 
day evening with a new man, and re- 
marked that he had been offered a place 
in Atlanta, but was well satisfied here, 
and would remain in Rome. After leav- 
ing the store Tuesday evening he went 
to the hotel where he had been board- 
ing, paid what the was due them, and 
then went to another boarding house 
and engaged board for himself and wife,

DUMPED ON BARE PRAIRIE 
BY COLORADO MILITIA 


gommanded Not To Return to Colo- 
rado by Officer in Charge of 
Troops — Kansas Sheriff 
Forced Miners To Leave 
Kansas Soil. 


Gyracuse, Kan., June !!.—Seventy-six 
Geported Victor, Colo., miners sent out 
from their state on a special train in 
charge of Colorado militiamen were lit- 
erally dumped into Kansas today and 
left destitute on the prairie. 

With a parting volley, fired into the 
air, the militia men deserted their 
charges and returned west. Later the 
unfortunate miners were turned back to 
Colorado by an armeq Kansas sheriff 
and forty deputies. 

The miners had been placed on the 
train, which was a special made up by 
the authorities in contro] in the disturbed 
Colorado district and in charge of well 
armed militiamen started for the east 
yesterday. The cars were closely guard- 
ed. The miners were not permitted to 
leave the cars, nor were any of the 
hundred or so men who gathered at the 
station allowed to communicate with 
them. 

When a point In Kansas, half a mile 
east of the Colorado state line, was 
reached early today, a halt was made. 
It was a deserted spot on the wild prairie. 
with no_railway station, eating house, 
nor farmer’s house within several] miles. 

Without delay the men were disem- 
barked, the engine was reversed and the 
militiamen reboardeg the train. Colonel 
T W. Kennedy, the officer in commanG 
of the guard, instructed the miners plain- 
ly that théy were not wanted in Colo- 
rado and told them they had bettter go 
east. Half a dozen of the soldiers fired 
a volley into the a'r to tntimidate the 
men and the train started west. _ 

While the miners were deciding on 
what they would do, Sheriff John Brady, 
of Hamilton county, Kansas, and forty 
armed deputies arrived on the scene and 
ordered the men back to Colorado. Three 
of the miners had already started east 
afoot. The others retraced their steps 
at the command of the Kansas officers, 
along the railroad track westward. Af- 
ter a long, weary tramp they st~aggled 
into Holly, Colo., a small townenear the 
Colorado-Kansas line, where they were 
furnished food at the big, Salvation 
Army station located there. 

Despite the emphatic injunction of Col- 
one] Kennedy, the men, after a rest 
again, took up their journey and started 
overland for Lamar, Colo. 

Miners Weloome to Kansas. 

St. Louis, June |!!.—Governor W. J. 
Bathey. of Kinsas, wats seen at the 
world’s fair grounds and informed by 
the Associated Press that ninety-one 
union miners had been deported from the 
Cripple Creek district and unloaded on 
the Kansas state line outside of Kansas 
today. In view of the fact that official 
communication relative to the matter 
had not yet been received by him, Gov- 
ernor Bailey made no statement of what 

might be done in the matter, but gave 

the assurance that so long as the miners 
were peaceable and law-abiding they 
will not come to harm in Kansas. The 
governor said: 
*T have not been officiaNy informed 
relative to the unloading of the Colorado 
authorities. However, I .may say that 
_{f the miners behave themselves they 
will not be molested. If they form into 
an armed mob, they will be treated as 
an armed mob. If they act as peaceable 
citizens they will be treated as such. 
And to all law-abiding citizens the state 
of Kansas offers a safe shelter. 

“I have no opinion to express in re- 
gard to the merits of these reports, but 
on a general ‘proposition Kansas wel- 
comes all men to come there for the 
purpose ,of becoming citizens and obeying 
the laws. Until they have violated some

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WESTERN FEDERATION 
STATES SIDE OF CASE 


Strike Caused by Failure of Mine Owners To Keep 
Agreements---Union Miners Not Responsible 
for Crimes Being Committed. 


Denver, Colo., June !!.—The executive 


\board of the Western Federation of 


Miners today issued a statement regard- 
ing the situation in Cripple Creek, in 
reply to statements by General Sherman 
M. Bell and Secretary C. C. Hamlin, of 
the Cripple Creek district Mine Owners’ 
Association, It fs as follows: 

“The cause of the strike of the Western 
Federation of Miners in Colorado ig one 
of long standing and involves the failure 
on the part of the mine owners in vari- 
ous parts of the state to live up to their 
written agreements. As far back as 
1884, as a result of the strikeg at that 
time, the mine owners agreed that eignt 
hours should constitute a day’s work; 
that the minimum daily wage should be 
$3, and that there should be no discrim- 
ination against union men in hiring and 
dischaging of labor. At the outset of the 
present trouble Manager MacNeil, of the 
Standard mill at Colorado City, peremp- 
torily discharged forty-five men, mem- 
bers of the Western Federation of 
Miners, for no other reason than that 
they had become union men, All of 
these were old employees. 

“Today, the only questions involved are 
the enforcement of the eight-hour day, 
the right of men to organize in the 
unions and to prevent discrimination 
against union men of all kinds 

Gperators Held Responsible. 

“The responsibility for the lawlessnes@ 
connected with the contests rests entire- 
lv on the shoulderg of the mine opera- 
tors, the Citizens’ Alliance and their 
allies, backed up by the ready power of 
the state government. The responsibility 
has been placed on these persons and 
organizations by District Judge Theron 
Stevens, whe denounced the mfitary 
usurpation in Telluride in strong lan- 
guage from the bench; by District Judge 
N. Walter Dixon, republican, who openty 
condemns Governor Peabody and severe- 
ly criticises his acts; by former Gov- 
ernor Charles S. Thomas, who points to 
the Mine Owners’ Association and Citl!- 
zens’ Alliance as being responsible for 
the many outrages committed on the per- 
sons of helpless amd innocent miners, 
and by the recent democratic state con- 
vention, which denounced in scathing 


terms the line of policy pursued. 
“The events of the present week in tne 
Cripple Creek district justify every accu- 


sation contained above. The following 
crimes on ¢itizenship have followed gwift- 
ly upon one anothef: 

‘**The resignation of Sheriff Robertson, 
of Teller county, forced by a mob at the 
point of a pistol and a oil of rope; the 
forced resignation of Coroner Doran, of 
Teller county, of the city marshal of 
Victor, of various aldermen d justices 
of the police in the district, e entire 
officia] directors of the city of Goldfield; 
assault upon and demolition of the union 
hall in Victor; forcible entrance into the 
four union cooperative stores and de- 
struction of the contents: destruction of 
The Victor Record by an armed mob; 
an invasion of Dunnville, outside of the 
military lines, by an armed force under 
military command; arrest of men at their 
work and incarceration within the mill- 
tary lines; hundreds of men confined in 
unsanitary bull pems; forcible shutdown of 
the great Portland mine, employing union 
men, by order of the military command- 
ant om the plea of military necessity and 
subsequent deportation of the men there- 
in employed. 

“Photographs of marked miners referred 
to by General Bell, who, he claims, were 
marked for death, must be regarded as 
an invention of his own brain. The pho- 
tographs in question! are those of strike- 
breakers and were kept for the purpose 
of publishing a scab list. 


Strikes Voted by Miners. 


“Charges that miners are not allowed 
to vote on questions of strikes are utter- 
ly absurd. As a matter of fact, accord- 
ing to the constitution of the Western 
Federation of Miners, it is absolutely im- 
possible for the executive board to call 
a strike of its own volition. The pres- 
ent strike is a result of a direct vote of 
the unions in the district, 

“Absolutely no deaths have occurred 
during the contest for which the Western 
Federation of Miners can or ought to be 
held responsible. “ Some fifteen men were 
killed in the Stratton Independence mine 
through the incompetency of the men 
employed and the culpable negigence of 
the management. These Men were wun- 
familiar with the work, and were such 
as this mine ang Other mines in the dis- 
trict have beén employing at the behest 
of the mine owners’ employment agency. 

"We are forced to abide by the acts 
of an unbridled military despotism that 
is driving our members from pillar to 
post. Their fortitude under the circum- 
Stances is a marvel of the age, and shows 
that the Western Federation of Miners 
is composed of the highest type of Amer- 
ican citizenship.’

FAMOUS DUELS 
UF OLD WORLE 


Sensational Combats On Fisld 
Of Honor Described 


Desperate Encounter Between Valois 
and Bezanier in the Time of 
Henry IV—Americans Who 
Have Figured in Eu- 

ropean Duels. 


NE of the most memorable, as well 

ws one of the most desperate, 

duels in the annals of France, took 
place in Paris during the reign of Henry 
IV between Lagarde Valois (a\ gambler, 
roue and swashbuckler) and Constant Be- 
zarier, says The Boston Herald. / The for- 
mer had stabbed a lad named Chretien, 
whom he had attempted to rob, at a 
restaurant, and during the melee Beza- 
rier, a friend of the young nobleman, 
precipitated himself into the room just 
as Valols was making his exit. Dis- 
patching a domestic for a surgeon, Be- 
zarier took off Chretien’s hat, with its 
Tich ostrich plume, and attac hing @ slip 
of paper to it, with the words, “Thou 
thrice-accused coward, Valois, meet me, 
Bezarier, and wear this hat, if thou dar- 
est,” he sent it by his own servant to 
Valois’ lodgings and then looked care- 
fully to his sword and daggers and left 
for the Three Brothers, the residence of 
his friend, Chretien. He had only pro- 
ceeded, however, as far as the Church of 
the Sacred Heart, when he saw approach- 
ing him Valois himself, with the identical 
hat on his head. It was a lonely road, 
and there was ample room there for two 
desperate meén bent on fighting a due] 
to the death. In an instant their swords 
were drawn and they sternly saluted each 
other. The next and the blades were 


crossed, 
A Wordy Combat. 


For some minutes each man feinted and 
gunged in turn, and did his utmost to dis- 
cover the strength of Mis adversary’s re- 
sources, Then there was a quick pasg or 
two, then an involuntary pause. ‘We 
méet sooner than I expected,” sald Va- 
lols, his face aglow with the delight of 
battle. “I knew the Sieur Begarier would 
keep his promise to meet me, but I did 
not expect to see him again before sun- 
set.”” “You are a Har and a Gur,” Tée 
torted Bezarier, sternly, ‘‘and may think 
yourself fortunate that I condescend to 
cross Swords with you. Shake not your 
head in that way, may; I know you! 
Him you did breakfast with, and ply 
with wine, and afterwards rob, he was 
my friend and I am about to be his 
avenger. Therefore, make your peace 
with heaven, for short is the shrift I 
Shall allow you.” ‘Fool!’ retorted Va- 
lois, white with rage, ‘“‘who are you, that, 
on the repute of a few chance enc ounterg 
with obscure men, would face the best 
swordsman in Paris? I hurl your defl- 
ance back in your teeth. Have at you, 
now!’ With that he raised his sword, 
and with a quick and nimble rush broke 
over Bezarier’s guard and wounded him 
in the forehead. ‘How like you that?’ 
he demanded. Bezarier made no answer, 
but quietly wiping the blood from his 
face, smiled disdainfully and advanced 
to the attack. Again the swords crossed. 

Were Evenly Matched. 

In mere skill and dexteriy the combat- 
ants were pretty evenly balancer, but 
Valois was the more active and by far 
the stronger of the two. Twice had the 
point of his sword swept like lightning 
within an inch of Bezarier’s heart. and 
only by the merest good fortune did the 
latter escape untouched. But his cool- 
ness and resolui +n, his patience and per- 
tinacity, never left him. Even these tok- 
ens of his adversary’s superiority failed 
to provoke him to be indiscreet. He par- 
ried Valois’ impetuous outsets. with a 
calm courage that left nothing to be 
desired. For the third time they closed. 
Though Bezarier was bleeding freely f.om 
the wound he had received, he bated no 
jot of his vigilance—eye, foot and hand 
were equally firm and true. Evidently 
it was his design to tire out Valois be- 
fore he attempted any serious effort on 
his own account. Of this Valois soon 
became aware, and his curses were fre- 
quent and deep. Once more he made a 


| Savage rush, and though Bezarier parried 


it, the exertion semed to tire him, and he 
hung longer on the other's blade than 
was altogether safe. Valois noticed it. 
Quick as thought he disengaged and with 
a straight and deadly thrust run %ezarier 
through the body. The latter staggered, 
but stood his ground without falling. 
“That is for the hat!”’ cried Valois, mock- 
ingly. And again he came on. 


Wounded, but Fighting Still. 


Two quick feints, two nimble parries 
and once more Valois pierced his enemy. 
“For the feather, fair sir!’’ he said. No 
reply. Mute and grim, deadiy pale and 
bleeding profusely Bezarier fought on. 
The tenacity of the man was wonderful. 
There was no signs of yielding about 
and it was evident that he would 
surrender only with his life. Another 
time 
broke down his opponent's guard and. as 
his sword went through him, exclaimed 
exultingly: “That is for the loop!’ Then 
Bezarier drew himself together, and spit- 
ting out the blood from his mouth. drew 
his dagger and leaped like a tiger at 
Valois” throat. 
unlooked for display of phenom- 
enal vigor, the latter lost his féoting and 
fell heavily to the ground. That fall 
doomed him to sure death. MBezarier 
planted his knee upon his chest and held 
Then he stabbed

LEVEES ARE ROKER 
BY THE MAD STREAM 


Hundreds of Thousands of Dollars 
of Damage Has Been Done in the 
Lowlands, Many Fine Planta- 
tions Having Been Com- 
pletely Swept of Crops. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., June !!.—The flood 
in the Arkansas river today reached hy 
far its most destructive stage in Jeffer- 
son county, when part of the French- 
town levee, about three miles below tne 
city, broke and turned the river through 
a rich section of the country filled with 
growing crops of cotton and corn. Since 
the water began to rise, the planters in 
that section have been working day and 
night to save this Important levee, be- 
cause it protected the rich bottom lands 


for miles below. 

Late Friday afternoon a_ telephone 
message was Feceived in this city from 
those working to save the Frenchtown 
Jevee that if thewater rose much higher 
the levee would break. ‘Ten thousand 
sacks of sand were sent down at once 
on a special freight, and scores of men 
went down to assist in the work. ‘The 
men worked al) night Iong, but tne 
rising water swept away their labors, 
and about 3 o’clock the levee broke. The 
rush of the water could be heard in this 
city. 

The breaking of this levee gives thea 
water a clean sseep over the southern 
portion of the country through the town-_ 
ships of Vaugine, Victoria and Richland, 
and the plantations in its wake are un- 
protected.

BOLD ATTEMPT — 
TO TAKE CASH 


Custodians of $8,000 Made 
Plucky Fight Against

Riflemen Put End to Palma 
Dispute 


Executive Committee of National 
Rifle Association Issues State- 
ment Upholding Action of 
Americans, but Orders 
Trophy Returned. 


Washington, June !!.—By an unani- 


mous vote the executive commiitee of 
the National Rifle Association, which 
met here today, decided to return forth- 
with to England the Palma_ trophy, 
which the American team won at the 
Bisley shoot last September, becausé 
of the charges made that the Ameri- 
can team violated a rule of the contest 
in using a rifle slightly different from 
that used by the regular army of this 


country. 

It was also decided to withdraw the 
Palma trophy from this year’s competl- 
tion. The executive committee adopted 
the following preamble and resolution: 

‘Whereas, This committee has care 
fully considered the facts and corres 
spondence in connection with the cone 
troversy which followed the Palma 
trophy competition of 1903; and 

“Whereas, We regret the evident dif- 
ferences of opinion which have been 
made matter for publication, and while 
we find the captain of the American 
team made no secret whatever of tne

programme for the current year, and to 
cause the Palma trophy to be imme- 
diately returned to the National Rifle 
Association of Great Britain to be held 
by that organization for further compe- 
tition.’ 

Telegraphic orders will be sent to New 
York, where the Palma trophy is now 
kept, that it be packed and shipped 
immediately to England.

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HOW NEGROES FIGHT 
SOLDIERS OF KAISER 


Dying German Officer Describes 
a Fierce Battle with 
Hereroes, 


SMOKELESS POWDER 
USED BY THE NEGROES 


During the Day the Heat Overcomes 
the Germans and at Night They 
Almost Freeze—The Hereroes 
Do Not Lack 
Courage. 


By Baron Rosenberg. 


(The author of this sketch of Herero 
warfare died soon after writing the fol- 
lowing letter of the wounds he received 
in his next battle at Omanjira.) 

In Camp Near Barmen, South Africa, 
Beginning of May, 1904.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Our detachment, under 
Captain Puder, marched against the He- 
reroes in the following order: Avant- 
guard: First Lieutenant Ritter, with 30 
horsemen; followed my company, 104 
men, responsible for the security of the 
convoy; followed artillery covered by the 
second company of marines; followed 
the wagons of the commissary depart- 
ment. escorted by marines. The moon 
and stars lit up the road of gray rocks, 
sand and thorn-thickets, it was so iizht 
in places that we could gee tho foot 
prints of the black spies that surrounded 
us on all sides—the foot prints ws saw, 
but not the bodies. The Hereroes knew 
too much about the neighborhood and 
the light effects. 

At | after midnight we stopped for rest. 
Here is the plan of camp, as arranged 
in these latitudes. Having turned loose 
the draft animals, 20 wxen to each cart, 
and our ‘“‘beef on the hoof,’’ the vehicles 
were pulleqd together into a bullwark, 
according to the example of the ancient 
Teutons and Gauls, and within the cir- 
cle the animals were put to grass. On 
our part, we soldiers formed a living 
rampart round the wagons, lying or sit- 
ting down, rifle in arm, bayonet fixed. 
Cannons were placed at the four corncrs 
and in the flanks. ‘There were no senti- 
nels, but patrols of two were constantly 
circling around camp. In this country 
avant-guards are seldom emploved, cyven 
patrols are under orders to keep within 
30 paces from the body of the troops, 
and they must be in motion to avoid 
becoming targets. 

No Fires, Great Cold. 

For similar reasons we were not al- 
lowed to have fires. 
soldiers after dusk. And the nights are 
horribly cold. While this climatic con- 
dition %s largely co-responsible for the 
ili health of the troops, it affords at 
the same time our only strategic ad- 
vantage. Judeed, on this particular 
night we welcomed the bone-cracking 
cold despite shivering and ill satisfed 
stomachs, for the frost benumbs the 
blacks and tempararily  incapacitates 
them from using their firearms to ad- 
vantage. 

Our safety depended upon surprising 
them in the morning while half frozeg 
from the effects of the night chili. 

To this end we broke camp at 3:30, 
expecting to meet the enemy two hours 
later at Gross-Barmen. But when in 
sight of the town the advance guard 
reported that the Hereroes had departed, 
rot a trace of them in the neighborhood. 
The captain therefore proclaimed tweive 
hours’ rest, and the caravan resumed on 
the morning of April 25, at 4:30. 

We were marching through a narrow 
mountain passage, when suddenly above 
our heads black figures began to move 
about. Fifty spy glasses made urgent 
inquiry at once. If the Hereroes had 
caught us at this place we were Jost. 
It was an anxious moment, followed by 
wild hilarity. The blacks we had ob- 
served were not his majesty’s riotous sub- 
jects, but a herd of pavians, as large as 
them and probably as fierce. 

Still they had not declared war against 
us, and Christian mérchants had not sup- 
plied them with the wherewithal to kill, 
modern rifies. Nevertheless the apes 
seemed to be in a state of great excite- 
ment and shrieked wildly, gesticulating 
ufter the manner of low orientals. The 
apes appeared to be about 5 feet high, 
on the average, while several seemed 
like giant men as they moved about witan 
uncertain, wavering steps, chattering 
among themselves and pointing towards 
our caravan. Doubtless we were a re- 
markable sight in their eyes, 


Hereroes Begin Fight. 
Suddenly a shot, another, followed by 


the long drawn out rattle of regulara 


musketry, and ere we had recovered from 
our surprise ‘two riderless horses, bleed- 
ing profusely, .came galloping towards 
us. A minute later a messenger arrrived, 
break-neck speed, reporting that our 
avant-guard of 30 horse had been at-~ 
tacked on three sides at once, the enemy 
hiding on the rocks. The boys had dis- 
mounted and were giving battle to the 
blacks. 

My company was ordered te advance 
forthwith, the rest following in files of 
one and two. At our appearance the 
firing increased; whistling and hissing 
of bullets all around and above us. It 
lasted for some ten or twelve minutes. 
Then all was sti'l. 

The location from where the shots pro- 
ceeded, we were unable to make out. We 
found ourselves on the court of a natural 
fortress, as it were, enemies lurking be- 
hind each bastion, port hole and out- 
work. There Was no use wasting ammu- 
nition on the racks; we must first locate 
the enemy. 

I gave out a word or two of command, 
and these not in the vernacntiar of the 
Prussian drill ground, I assure you: 
“Forward, boys; do as I do.” 

Holding the rifle between the teeth by

= strap, I let myself down on hands 
and knees and began climbing the near- 
est precipice. When ail were under 
cover, I advanced to spy, and instantly 
a hundred bullets whizzed in our direc- 
tien, knocking fire out of the stone and 
Splinters into our faces. 

Hereroes Had Smokeless Powder. 


At that moment it came home to me 
with peeullar force that the invention 
of killing machinery moves on an endiess 
chain. How proud we Germans were to 
have smokeless powder, ‘It secured us an 
inestimable advantage over the rest of 
the nations—for a time, and while we 
were at peace with God and the world. 
Today Germany has its first “little war” 
since that proud moment, and, lo! the 
despised blacks are on an equal footing 
with us. They peppered us with shot, 
and I neither saw nor smelt gmoke or 
powder, Civilization, as exemplified by 
war machinery, is a maid of all work, it 
seems, 


sage: “‘“Must proceed further to catch up 
with enemy. Nothing to be seen here.” 
This time we went ahead on a run, gain- 
ing cover about 200 paces higher up. 
Everything remained quiet for some ten 
or fifteen minutes, wnen we observed men 
moving upon our flank. ‘rhey proceeded 
on hands an@ knees and wore the Ger- 
man uniform. Nearer and nearer they 
drew until the field glass betrayed the 
Herero type. They were blacks, drossed 
In the togs of the kaiser’s slain soldiery. 
Meanwhil® our artillery had come up, 
and soon the battle was in full progress, 
2 hellish racket, death-carrying balls 
and bombs flying wild. 


Men Crazy To Kill. 

I nad the greatest difficulty to keep the 
men from wasting ammunition, for the 
blacks had returned to cover. However, 
they were finally driven forth by our 
artillery, pouring out hot shot without 
taking particular.aim. ‘he idea was to 
stir up the blacks wherever they might 
hide, and the ruse succeeded. After a 
while several hundred of the enemy were 
seen to retire. We fired at them ata 
range of 800 to 900 yards, and had the 
satisfaction of bringing down a Number 
of men, We heard their cries and curses, 
but also observed that the Hereroes car- 
ried away both dead and wounded de- 
spite the murderous fire. 

The enemy retired only some 150 paces 
up the mountain side, thegeby forcing us 
to change front 45 degrees under heavy 
fire. 

At 10 o’clock thé battle had tome to 
a standstill, after four hours’ fighting, 
when I received a note from the captain: 
“Flank the enemy trom the right, Artil- 
lery will back you. Use bayonet if neces- 
sary. Everythivg depending upon suc- 
cess of your movemen& Marines cannot 
engage until flanking acgomplished.” 
‘his meant, we had to cross a waterless 
river bed, 500 fect broad, under the fire 
of the blacks, gafely entrenched on the 
other side. 


Called for. Valiant Men. 


I cried. ‘‘Meet me at yonder Kopje with- 
in three minutes. We are ordered to flank 
the enemy.’”’ 

I waited three, five, ten minutes—my 
men were not so eager to take risks as 
I had anticipated, but I was far from 
Viaming them, Only twenty men and 
two subofficers responded. Thereupon I 
placed the detachment under a third un- 
commissioned officer and commanded 
him to withhold fire until we reached 
the other side of the river. 

AS We crawled along—we first went a 
quarter of a mile to the left, then made 
Straight for the river—the awful heat, 
increasing every moment in intensity, 
seemed to be eating through our backs. 
Such were my own feelings and the men 
reported similar sensations. Besides, we 
suffered terribly by the rocks and 
thorns. Our legs, hands and faces were 
covered with wounds. Arrived at the 
river bed, we settled down for a quarter 
of an hour’s rest and when all reported 
that they had gathered strength for a 
supreme effort I cOmmanded: ‘‘Forward, 
march, at 2 run.’’ We crossed the 500 
feet of burning white sand at a racing 
pace. 

I am not quite sure what happened 
next. The all around racket made it im- 
possible to think connectedly. After all 
was over I learned that, for a time, we 
were under fire from three sides. Gren- 
ades were bursting in quick succession, 
friend and en@my, my own men, my- 
self, everybody was “hollering” and 
shouting at the top of voice, a veritable 
pandemonium. I actually proceeded up to 
300 feet of the enemy before I remem- 
bered that I ought to order ‘“‘fix bay- 
onets.’’ As I did so during a momentary 
lull in the uproar, the tone of my voice 
brought me to myself again. We at- 
tacked the enemy with wild hurrahs. 


Raised Red Flag. 

At 12 o'clock noon I had the satisfac- 
tion of hoisting the signa] agreed upon, 
a red flag, on the enemy’s right flank 
and immediately the imperia} troops ad- 


retreated, my contingent following in 
pursuit for some fifty or sixty minutes. 
Then we broke down, broke down com- 
pletely. But the victory was ours. 
when, several hours fater, lying amgng 
my men on the ground, I counted noses, 
I found that five of my brave fellowg 
Were dead and two wounded. I cannot 
describe the fagling of weariness, of ut- 
ter debility and enervation that overcome 
us the moment our work was done. As 
we lay there with feverish pulses, face, 
neck, harmis and- limbs torn by bruises, 
clothes in rags, hats and portions of 
equipments missing, not one of us was 
able to swallow the water offered by 
kind comrades and the Red Cross nurses. 
Only after hours we were able to resume 
Our natura] functions. Then the captain 
came, attended by several Boers, our 
scouts. They shook me by the hand and 
congratulated me, saying that they did 
not anticipate the pleasure of finding me 


alive. 


No Hero Business for Him. 

To be frank, I had never thought of 
life or death in the awful turmoil. Neith- 
er had I been aware of the fact that, 
while outflanking the enemy, I had been 


bered that several 
cried ‘we are being attacked in the 
rear."’ Assuming that nervousness made 
the men see double, I paid no attention 
to their clamour. 

We had not low a single officer— 
thanks to the lessons of the Boer war. 
It will be remembered thaf in 1899 and 
1900 the British Jost from 50 to 60 per 
cent of their officers in almost every 
engagenient because these gentlemen's 
peculiar equipment singled them out as 
targets. In the present war officers and 
men are accoutred alike.

June !1!.—(Special.)—The 
board of visitors to the university made 
their report to the board of trustees this 
morning, and it was highly compliment- 
ed by that body, many of the members 
stating that it was the best report ever 
made by a visiting board. 

‘The board recommends that they be 
allowed in the future to visit the unil- 
versity during the session of the college 
as well as at the conclusion of the ses- 
sion, as in their opinion better results 


, can be attained thereby. 


Attention is called to the fallufe of 
many to return the money borrowed 
froin the Brown scholarship funda. 

The condition of the buildings in gen- 
eral is reported to be good and a recom- 
mendation is made for a better heating 
system for the chapel. 

Concerning the quesfion of chapter 
houses of the fraternities at the univer. 
sity the board of visitors‘ report says: 

‘We have studied the chapter house 
question at length and while there has 
been some basis for the unfavorable sep- 
timent existing against these houses, 
scattered as they are about over the city, 
our investigation has disclosed nothing 
meriting a severer condemnation. We 
can but express our opinion, however, 
that this almost exclusive companion- 
ship will be the source ef regret to the 
students in after years. Wherever fra- 
ternities have been animated by gener- 
ous intellectual rivalry jn college life, 
their influence is undoubtedly good, 
though it is frequently otherwise if they 
become mere social clubs.” 

The board has a word to say about 
the need of a gymnasium for the univer- 
sity. It said: “One of the pressing 
needs of the university igs a gymnasium 
where the students may have systematic 
training. Without this those who most 
need this work will be least likely to 
share in its benefits, for the vurilous 
teams naturally seek those already mark. 
ed by athletic ability.” 

Speaking of the literary societies of the 
university the board says: ‘For years 
it hag been customar? to bewail the lack 
of interest in the Demosthenian and Phi 
Kappa Literary societies. We believe 
that much of this lamentation ig out of 
date and misplaced. That the two Iiter- 
ary societies should be kept in a state of 
efficiency and should afford an opportu- 
nity for practice in debate is undoubted- 
ly true. It should be remembered that 
changes have taken place in education, 
as in everything else. In the old days 
the debating society was almost the gole 
resource outside of the class room for 
the training of the student.,. Now it must 
share this former supremacy with col- 
lege journalism, athletics and the various 
other forms of the more complex student 
life of today. Then, too, the Yast fow 
years have shown a large increase in the 
number of scientific students who natu- 
Tally cannot be made fd feel the interest 
in public speaking manifested by thase 
preparing for the haw or the ministry. 
For these reasons we have not been dis- 
posed to shed any tears over tne appar- 
ent decline of the two literary societies, 
but rather are we desirous of saying an 
encouraging word as to their work. There 
are great universities with many times 
the numbers and wealth possessed by the 
University of Georgia That are doing no 
better work than ig found today in these 
two societies.”’ 


Commends Debates. 


The board commends the intercollegiate 
debates held between representatives of 
the university and other institutions, but 
as to intercollegiate games in athletics 
away from the university the opinion is 
that they are not so useful. The board 
commends the action of the students in 


| refraining from plfying any more games 


on Memorial Day. The different depart- 
ments of the institution are all highly 
commended, 

A school of commerce in the universi- 
ty is xecommended, also an additional] 
instructor in the English department, tne 
board being of the opinion that Pro- 
fessors Park and Sanford need help in 
that department. # 

The board highly commends the work 
in the department of agriculture and 
points out a number of ways in which the 
work may be improved by the expendi- 
ture of a little money. 

The successsful work of State Agent 
J. 8, Etewart is praised in the highest 
terms. The board in concluding itg re- 
port calls upen the legislature to make 
more generous provisions than ever for 
the maintenance of the university,

- WITHABULLET 


Old Man Woolsey’s Steady 
Hand Gave Tourists a 
Surprise. 


Sheriff Cook has in his possession a 
weapon which was probably used in the 
making of history in Arizona in the days 
of the ’60s and ‘70s. I[t is u revolver of 
an old model, Colt’s pattern, and it was 
found on the flat between Sentinel and 
Agua Caljente a few days ago, says ‘ine 
Arizona Republican. 

There we found to be rudely engraved 
on the metal work the letters “K. W.” 
There were six notches filed on the side 
of the barrel. The conciusion wag reacn- 
ed that the gun had been a part of the 
armory of the late King Woolsey, whose 
stronghold at Agua Calicnte for years 
was one of the best known places in tne 
territory. The dilapidated old weapon 
wes shown to Justice Burnett, who said 
that it recalled to him an incident in a 
tour of a party of tenderfeet across the 
continent. 

There was a breakdown of a Southern 
Pacific train near a place calle@ Sentivel, 
which consisted of nothing more than a 
box of a railroad office. The breakdown 
was of so serious a nature that there was 
no prospect of the train moving for sev- 
eral hours. The tourists exhausted all 
the means of amusement at their hands 
and finally one of them proposed shooting 
ata target. A half-dozen revolvers were 
collected and several empty soda, beer 
and other bottles which were found lying 
around the station. 

The marksmen established a range 
some distarte from the train and kept 
popping away at the bottles for an hour 
or two. One of the tourists, but only 
one of them, succeeded in hitting a bottle 
now and then,’and he was recognized as 
the Dr. Carver, of the party. An old 
man with flowing whiskers attractea by 
the discharge of firearms rode up and sat 
on hig+horse observing the target psac- 
tice. Whenever the ‘champion tourist 
fired the old man would give a grunt ex- 
pressive of contempt. 

Finally the champion turned to him anda 
said: “Maybe you think yeu can shoot.”’ 

The old man said nothing, but dismount. 
ing, he picked up a bottie, gastencd a 
string about the bottom of it in sucn a 
manner that the bottlé would hang per- 
fectly horizontal in {ts inverted potion. 
The old man tied the string to the low 
limb of a mesquite. He next took the 
cork from the bottle, and when the bottle 
had become stationary he measured with 
ae & Spot directly under the mouth 

He placed a flat stone there and put 
the cork on it upside down, directly under 
the mouth. of the bottle. Then the old 
man set the bottle swknging and walked 
away a distance of 30 yards, he esti- 
mated to a nicety the position of the bot- 
tle and its semi-circular path and made 
an absolutely accurate calculation of the 
effect of the momentum. He drew a six- 
shooter and fired. The bottle fel] and 
one of the tourists ran and picked it up 
corked. One of the tourists askea the 
old man who he was. As he mounted his 
horse and rode away hoe replied: ‘I’m 
King Woolsey.”

Probaly the fall of Port Arthur, which, 
now that ft is cut off by sea and land, is 
apparently only a matter Of days, or at 
most weeks, will count in te eyes of the 
Japanese for more than any subsequent 
victory» widch may attend their arms in 
this war. The holding of this fortress 
was the head and front of Russia’s of- 
fenge, and its reconquest was more to be 
desired. by the Japanese than many rich 
cities -or the -whole of Manchuria, be- 
cause it embodied the earliest hopes of 
the people of the Island Kingdom of re- 
venge.

Russia’s Interference. 

Before the end of the year, owing to 
the action of Russia, backed up by Ger- 
many and France, the emperor of Japan 
was compelled to hand back this hard- 
won point d’appui nominally to China, 
but, as events turned out, really to Rus- 
sia herself. Within two and a half years 
Port Arthur had been “‘‘leased’’ to the 
tear, Great Britain obtained Wel-Hei- 
Wei, France got Saigon, Germany Kai- 
o-Chau, and Japan, the country which 
had revealed China’s feebleness in such 
glaring colors to the whole world, was 
the only nation which had not gained a 
feot of soil on the Chinese mainland; 
and even in Korea, which her troops had 
overrun, she saw Russian influence be- 
coming day by day more powerful. 

Russia, though she had gained Port Ar- 
thur as the long-cherished warm-water 
port, was not unmindful of the hatred 
with which the Japanese looked across 
at her progress. With feverish haste she 
proceeded to carry her great Siberian rail- 
way down to her new base; large sums 
were spent on new fortifications; a new 
naval scheme for providing what was 
heped would be a supreme fieet for the 
Pacific was taken in hand; thousands of 
Chinese were set to work to make great 
decks at Port Arthur and Vladivostok, 
and the building of a commercial port at 
Dalny was commenced; all these plans, 
entailing the expenditure of huge capital 
sums, were begun immediately the rail- 
way had reached the sea, and the world 
looked on, admiring and amazed at the 
energy which was exhausted, the fore- 
sight which, was revealed in the de- 
fensive designs, and the marvelous ease 
with which everything went forward.

WHITE CAPPERS - 
OF NEW ENGLAND 


——— 


Term Was First Applied to 
the Exeter Treasurer 
Seekers. 


The term ‘‘white caps’’ has become to 
be synonymous with bands of men united 
by secret ties for the purpose of commit- 
ting unlawful acts or for the purpose of 
taking the law into their own hands and 
administering justice to offenders against 
public morals who cannot be reached in 
the reguiar way. But New England's 
earliest ‘‘white caps’’ and the first bear- 
ers of the name were organized for a 
different purpose. Their origin dated 
back tg the days of Rainsford Rogers, 
an impostor and vagabond, whose vil- 
lainies outdid al] the efforts of Henry 
Tufts, says The Boston Herald. 

Rogers was a sharper of the keenest 
penetration, and his plan was to take 
advantage of the credulity of the un- 
sophisticated New Englanders by the 
most daring and original of bunco games. 
Though illiterate, he was once a school- 
teacher. He pretended a deep knowledge 
of chemistry, and claimed that he pos- 
sessed the power to arise or to lay spir- 
its, good and evil, at his pleasure. 

He began his career of operating on the 
superstitious belief of people at Morris- 
town, N. J., in 1788, where he succeeded 
in defrauding a large number of foillow- 
ers out of a large sum of money by the 
pretense that through the agency of spir- 
its he could secure for them a concealed 
treasure. Then he disappeared. 

He was soon depleting the pockets of 
the people in several of the southern 
states bj similar ffeans. Under the 
name of William Rice, with two confed- 
erates, he reaped a rich harvest by op- 
erating various schemes in Adams coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, making off with a con- 
siderable sum yielded by his confiding 
dupes. 

It was soon after this, about 1800, that 
he went to Exeter, bearing his true name 
Of Rainsford Rogers, which had not ac- 
quired so bad an odor in eastern New 
England ag in some other quarters. In 
a short time he formed the acquaintance 
of a number of men of substance in the 
town who were found sufficiently credu- 
lous to put entire faith in him. To a 
dozen or more he confided his belief that 
a& subterranean treasure of great value 
existed in the neighborhood, which by his 
Skill he could discover and appropriate 
to their common benefit. 

He repeatedly conducted them on dark 
nights to out of the way iIpaces to dig 
in the swamps with spades and other im- 
plements and frequently kept them at 
work for hours delving for the hidden 
prize. On these expeditions he insisted 
that al] must wear white caps, a circum- 
stance that afterward gave the name to 
the company. 

On one of these night excursions there 
appeared before the eyes of the awe- 
stricken diggers a figure all in white, 
representing a spirit, which uttered some 
words that mone could understand. One 
white cap, anxious to lose nothing, said: 
“A little louder, Mr. Ghost; I’m rather 
hard of hearing.”’ 

But the dilligent diggers found no 
treastre and soon Rogers disclosed the 
reason of their want of success. The 
golden deposit was there beyond a doubt, 
but they needed one thing more to enable 
them to find it. That was a particular 
kind of divining rod. It must be made 
of costly materials, but it would be in- 
fallible. It could not be obtained this 
side of Philadelphia and would cost sev- 


- eral hundred dollars. 


So infatuated were the deluded com- 
pany that they quickly raised the nec- 
essary amount and delivered it to Rogers, 
who mounted his horse and with a sad- 
dle and bridle borrowed from one of his 
dupes, rode off to parts unknown, never 
to return. 

The white caps had been watched in 
their clandestine meetings, however, and 
soon they were the laughing stock of the 
town and the deaf man who asked the 
ghost to “speak a little louder’ never 
heard the last of his speech. The whole 
company fell under the derisive cogno- 
men of the whif@ caps, which was the 
first heard of the name.

Intervention of Japan. 

There is reason to believe that, by 
means of secret agents, Japan was care- 
fully watching these préparations by 
Russia. When all the various designs 
were well in Nhand—in fact, many of 
them were on the eve of comp.etion, 
the Tokio government stepped in where 
Other powers had feared to tread, and 
refused to be satisfied with prevarica- 
tery statements. Practically Japan 
confessed in so many words that she 
knew the meaning of all the prepara- 
tions. and she was determined to arrive 
at an arrangement before Russix was 
ready to put her back to the wall and 
fight. Thus it came about that while 
Admiral Alexieff was busy pushing on 
his schemes, believing that Japan would 
not dare to stand in fis way, that coun- 
try broke off dipiomatic relations. This 
occurred on February 6 last. Within 
less than twenty-four hours, without 
any formal dec.artion of war, the Jap- 
anese fleet, whieh had quietly rendez- 
voused at Saseho dockyard, had sailed, 
and by the 8th it had seriously crippled 
tne naval power of Russia. The events 
on February 8-9, at Chemulpo and Port 
Arthur, furnished the world with a 
magniticent illustration of the advantage 
which lies with the country which, gets 
in the first blow. From the outset Rus- 
sia was put on the defensive in the 
naval as subsequently in the military 
operations. The fortress has not yet 
fallen ,but it is {fsolated. Around it 
the Japanese troops are drawing in, the 
channel from the harbor is blocked for 
anything larger than torpedo eratft, and 
seawards the Japanese fleet rides in all 
the pride of victory.

SHIPS TO STAY 
NEAR TANGIER 


Battleships Will Await Set- 
tlement.of Affair with 
Morocco, 


Paris, June !!.—Information has been 
received from Lisbon concerning’ the 
plans of the American battle ship squad- 
ron. Rear Admiral }J’arker expects to 
leave Lisbon on June (6 for Gibraltar, 
where the. squadron will remain until the 
Morocco incident !s settled. On the ar- 
rival there of the Illinois and the Mis- 
souri the squadron will consist of six of 
the most modern battle ships besides the 
two squadrons of oruisers and gun- 
boats now at Tangier. 

Although Admiral Barker does not ex- 
pect that the necessity will arise of 
taking the battle ships to Tangier, yet 
he will remain at Gibraltar to meet any 
possible contingency arising at Tangier. 
The present force there is thought to be 
ample to impress the Moroccan govern- 
ment with the necessity for securing the 
release of Perdicarts and Varley. But 
if disorders occur ashore among the na- 
tives the battle ships may go to Tangier 
They have an equipment of about 2,400 
men, which would give them a large 
landing force, if necessary for the preser- 
vation of order. It is also foreseen that 
/the claim for an indemnity against Mo- 
rocco may have to be settled before the 
Perdicaris incident closed, this in- 
demnity covering redress for the indignity 
to the prisoners and the heavy expens> 
involved in sending ships to Tangier. 

Although no information has been re- 
ceived concerning the claim, officers of 
the squadron anticipate that its collec- 
tion may require the continued presence 
of American shitgs an Moroccan wa- 
ters, 

Rear Admiral Amaral, commandant of

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ESKIMOS WHO MAKE®E CORD. 


Natives of the Far North Are Ex- 
ceedingly Deft at the Work. 


The skill of the Egkimo is shown in the 
excellemce of the things he manufactures 
from a slender stock of material, says 
Youth's Companion. Without nails. for 
the most part without fron, his sleds and 
boats are made firm and strong. The 
fastenings are of home-made cord. The 
author of ‘‘Across the Subarcties of Can- 
ada’’ tells how the Eskimo makes the 
lashing thongs and heavy lines for hunt- 
ing purposes and the small thread for 
se wine. 

A heavy harpoon line, used in the hunt 
for securing walruses, is made of the skin 
of the “square flipper’’ seal, an animal 
about 8 feet long For such use the skin 
is not removed from the seal in the usual 
way, but is pulled off without cutting it, 
as one might pull off a wet stocking. 
The whole hide is thus preserved in tha 
form of a sack. It is then placed in the 
water and allowed to remain there sev- 
eral days, until the thin, outer black skin 
becomes decomposed. This, together with 
the hair, ig readily pulled off, and @ 
clean, white pelt remains, 

TWo men then take the pelt in hand, 
and with a sharp | cut it into one 
long, even white line by beginning at one 
end and cutting round and round until 
they reach the other end. One skin will 
make 300 feet of line. In this condition 
it {Is allowed partially to dry, after which 
it is tightly stretched and dried thorough- 
ly in the sun. The result is a hard, even, 
white line, three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter, but equal in strength to a 
heavy Manila rope. 

I have seen such a 
the flesh of a walrus 
spiked to the hard ice at the outer end 
by a stout iron pin. Held by six men, 
it plowed a furrow 6 inches deep through 
the ice, bent the spike and dragged the 
six men to the edge of the ice, Where 
the tug of war ended; the victorious wal-

When coarser thread is required these 
individual fibers are plaited together with 
wonderful neatness and rapidity. One 
woman can make 50 or 60 yards of this 
thread in a day.

PUSH CART TRUST FORMED. 


Owners Derive $50 a Year Income 
from Each Vehicle. 
(From The Brooklyn EHKagle.) 

City officials have discovered the exigt- 
ence of one of the most interesting of 
trusts—a combination among holderg of 
push cart licenses over on the east side 
of Manhattan, which controls, it is be- 
lieved, almost exclusively the push cart 
trade and is extorting unreasonable rates 
One of the heads of departments under 
attention of the mayor. The investigation 
the process by which the combination 
manages to control the push cart trade 
and the matter has been brought to the 
attetnion of the mayor, ‘lhe investigation 
ig being continued and before long some 
interesting disclosures in connection Witn 
the operations of the push cart trust are 
expected. 

It is not known whether or not there 
is any combination of the Kind controll- 
ing the push cart trade in Brooklyn, be- 
cause the city official Who has had the 
matter under investigation has contined 
himself altogether to the east side of 
that borough. Inasmuch a3 the push cart 
business done jin Brooklyn is smal] com- 
pared with that in Manhattan, however, 
it is not believed that the same condi- 
tion of affairs exists in Brooklyn. 

According to the city official who Nas 
had the matter under investigation, there 
appears to be a padrone system on the 
east side which has managed somehow 
to obtain licenses for push carts at $2 
and $4 a year. Instead of using the push 
carts themselves those behind the system 
let them out to peddlers at the rate of 
15 cents a day. On this basis one push 
cart alone would bring in a profit of 
over $50 a year, and as a number of carts 
controlled by the syndicate is large it can 
readily be seen that the push cart trust 
derives a handsome protit from its 
schema 
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Irganized Capital.

Now just compare the quar- 
ter-dollar freight and the 2 or 2% cent 
passenger rate with the old wagon ex- 
press and the antiquated stage coach. 
Think of the

It not 
Only successfully resists the usual wear 
and tear, but is almost proof against 
breakage. 

The resistance to shocks and sudden 
changes of temperature of this product 
is remarkable indeed. A hardened crys- 
can be substituted for a ham- 
mer in driving nails into wood, while the 
Same ware can be put into boiling water 
at a high degree, then plunged into ice 
water repeatedly, without the least no-

Complete Combustion of Coal. 
(Frxm United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 
John Primrose, at a recent ban- 
quet at Glasgow, made reference to a 
new process for Obtaining a complete 
combustion of coal. He has experiment- 
ed in his factories with many previous 
inventions of this kind in order to abate 
the smoke nuisance. Recently he tried a 
new furnace, which seems not only to 
prevent Bmoke, but permits a much 

greater efficiency of the coal used, 

Tht speaker said of the invention that 
the burning of the coal takes place ina 
chamber surrounded by a water jacket, 
separated from the boiler, and that only 
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the gaseous products of combustion are 
used for heating the bofler. 

According to this new process a steam- 
er would require less than one-half of 
the room now used for the bollers ifn or- 
der to generate the same amount of 
power, and the weight of the heating ap- 
paratus would also be diminished more 
than one-half. Air and fuel gas are con- 
ducted simultaneously to the boiler and 
no unburned gases can escape into the 
air, so that no smoke and no carbonic 
acid escapes through the smokestacks. 
For steam purposes it would also be 
of importance, ag it is said that the pro- 
cess permits of the use of inferior fuel. 


A New Fertilizer. 
(From United States Consul 
Bremen, Germany.) 
From what I have seen and heard of 
the ‘new fertilizer (Dr. 
phate) I cannot but feel that there ought 
to be for it a great opening in the United 
States because of the abundance and 
cheapness of the raw material in Florida, 
the two Carolinas, Tennessee and other 
of our southern states. I am reliably in- 
formed that our rock phosphates, par- 
ticularly those of low grades and in- 
ferior quality, for which there is abso- 
lutely no market anywhere, are best 
sulted for the manufacture of this new 
fertilizer, whieh, with its high per- 
centage of availability, in my judgement 
is bound to prove to be of great advan- 
tage to the interests of American agri- 
culture.

Increased attention !s being paid to 
the problem of rendering wood and other 
inflammable substances fireproof. From 
reports in the German press it would 
seem that the process of a Mr. Gautsch, 
of Munich, ts very successful. The tim- 
ber to be treated is placed in a vacuum, 
produced by pumping out the afr. The 
cells are thereby freed of .alr and the 
wood is then impregnated under pres- 
sure with a solution of sulphate of am- 
monia and borax ammonia. The color, 
texture, or density of the wood {is not af- 
fected thereby. The process renders it 

fireproof and proof against decay.

Automobile Railway 


‘(From United States 
Gowdy, Paris, 

For some years past Messrs. Gardner 

& Serpolet, the well known manufac- 
turers of steam motor cars, have been 
making experiments with a view to ap- 
plying the same system to railway cars 
and give each car its own motive power. 
These experiments have taken practical 

form and the system is now in use on 
two tramway lines in Paris and has 
been used on a short line in Wurttem- 
berg, Germany, for some time past. It

wil] in a few weeks be tried on a more 
extensive scale on the Paris, Lyon and 
Mediterranean railway and if successful 
may revolutionize railway travel. 

The advantages of such a system are 
obvious. The fastest express train does 
not ever average more than 55 miles 
an hour and this speed could not be 


‘greatly surpassed without increasing the 


weight of the engine and consequently 
causing extra wear and tear of the 
road. An exprass locomotive of the 
present day weighs about 1/0 tons, and 
@ great part of this weight could. be 
saved. It should be mentioned that au- 
tomobiles have accomplished 80 miles 
per hour on the high road, and could 
of course far exceed that speed on steel 
rails. 

Another great advantage is that trains 
/ would not have to stop in the course of 
a long run to take in water or fuel. The 
longest run made by any Engiish train 
without stoppage is rather less than 200 
miles, but an ‘“‘autonomobile” could easily 
go four or five times that distance. 

In a few weeks’ time cars of this kind 
will be running, @#n some of the branch 
lines of. the Paris, Lyons and Mediter- 
tanean railway. The cars will not be 
coupled together, as the French regu- 
lations discountenance that, but each 
wil] have its own motor and carry from 
thirty to forty passengers with about 2% 
tons of baggage. The speed will be re- 
stricted to 30 miles an hour. 

Arrangements are also made to run a 
line of cars between Antwerp and Brus- 
sels at a rate of 75 miles an hour, and 
even this high speed could not be ex- 
ceeded if desired. 

The cost of ‘such a cat as has been 
mentioned above would not exceed $10,- 
000, machinery and all. No stoker is 
required, as the petroleum is pumped to 
the burners mechanically, The motion is 
devoid of jerking, jolting or shaking and 
the inventors assert that the train could 
be stopped in 200 yards, even when trav- 
eling at over 70 miles an hour. The 
only danger to be guarded against is that 
of fire from overheating. 


City-Owned Street Cars. 


(From United States Clonsul 
Hull, England.) 

The tramway system here is superior 
in many respects to that existing in al- 
most any American city. It is owned and 
operated by the city. The cars are 
double-deckers and the fare is Id. (2 
cents) on all lines and for all distances, 
The financial results of this low fare 
system are equally interesting. During 
the latest twelve months reported on 
there were !0 miles of double track, or 

iiles of single track, in operation. 
 Ryrwowedl income {s about $445,000; the 
cost of operation was about $233,000. 
This left a gross profit of $212,000 and, 
deducting interest on the investment and 
the sinking sum, a net profit of $122,000, 
or an average of over $12,000 a mile of 
double track, which went into the city 
treasury. 

The wages paid look low to an Amert- 
can. Motormen receive from $6.75 to 
$8.50 a week and conductors from $5 to 
$6.50 a week. But it must be remembered 
that the house rents and some kinds of 
provisions are lower in England than in 
most American cities.

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WOMEN IN THE COLLEGES. 


Twenty Thousand Studying in 
Twelve of the Western States. 
(From The New York Sun.) 
There are 39,000 young women receiv- 
ing collegiate instruction in the United 
States, and of this number 20,000 are in 
the group of twelve states making up 
what was until a few years ago Known 
as the west. This group consists of the 
three mdidle west states of Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, of the five northwestern 
states of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minneso- 
ta North and South Dakota and of the 
four trans-Mississippi states of lowa, 

Kansas, Missour! and Nebraska. 

In Illinois alone there are 4,500 women 
students pursuing the higher branches of 
university education, as against 1,700 in 
New York, 1,500 in Pennsylvania and 
only 700 in Massachusetts. 

There are 2,300 women students In col- 
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leges or universities in Iowa and 3,400 in 
Ohio, a larger number than in the whole 
south, with the single conspicuous excep- 
tion of Tennessee, which takes a higher 
rank than any of the other southern 
states in respect to higher education, the 
income of Tennessee's gchools and univer- 
sities being larger in a year than those 
of Kentucky, Alabama and Mississippi 
combined. The universities and colleges 
of TenneSsee have nearly 2,000 women 
pupils, almost equaling, in this particular, 
California. 

There is only one state in the country 
which has no women students in colleges 
and universities, and that state is New 
Hampshire, which in other respects, 
Stands high in educational matters. 

Wyoming, in which women first ob- 
tained equal recognition with men in legal 
and political matters, had at the time of 
the last report, only sixty-five women stu- 
dents in institutions for higher education. 
North Dakota had eighty-six and Utah

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KUBELIK LOSES 
SUIT ON CRITIC 


Violinist Would Have Liked 
Flattering Personalities 
Says Judge. 


Berlin, June 1!1.—‘‘Suit dismissed with 
costs for the plaintiff,”” was the verdict 
of the court yesterday at Frankfort on 
the Main in the suit which Kubelik, the 
violinist, brought against Dr. Gehrmann, 
the music critic of.The Frankfurter 
Zeitung, against whom. the violinist 
charged insulting personality in criticisms 
of his concerts. Dr, Genrmann described 
Kubelik as a “stupid looking man of 
superfine, effeminate appearance,” and 
spoke of him also as “a specialist and 
miracle worker who produces but tones.” 

The proceedings turned partly on the 
meaning of the word “bloede,” which 
Dr. Gehrmann used, and which experts 
testified was used in north Germany in 
the sense of “shy” or “expressioniess.’’ 
But Herr Schwarzschild, Kubelik’s law- 
yer, saw in the word that offensive per- 
sonalities characterizing Berlin musical 
criticism were heing introduced. The 
Frankfort lawyer also objected to the 
word “‘specialist.’”’ which he claim: d was 
only applicable to a variety pertormef. 
Dr. Gehrmann’s defense of the word 
‘‘bloede’’ was that he only meant to 
say that Kubeiik riveted his eyes on one 
spot when playing. 

The presiding judge took a hand in the 
proceedings, and pointed out that he pos- 
sessed a pamphlet written against Wag- 
ner during the great composer's lifetime 
and designed to prove that Wagner was 
crazy. Yet Wagner never once brought 
suit against his critics. The judge also 
claimed that Kubelik invited criticisms 
of himself by having full-length portraits 
displayed in shop-window advertisements, 

Experts who were called testified that 
Kubelik possessed astonishing technique, 
but that he aimed more at external effect 
than artistic depth. His whole pro- 
gramme was arranged with the view of 
displaying virtuosity. ‘ihe court in ex- 
plaining the reasons for the disnaissal of 
the suit said the word ‘‘specialist’’ was 
justified, since Kubelik ‘“‘cultivated the 
breck-neck features of a Paganini,” add- 
ing: 

“It is now. customary everywhere for 
critics to describe the personal appear- 
ance of artists, and Kubelik would have 
probably been better satisfied if the per- 
sonal description had been more filatter- 


ing.”’ ‘ 
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BICYCLE NOT EXTINCT. 


Many Thousands Are Still in Use All 
Over the Country. 


(From The Illustrated Sporting News.) 

Boston held a bicycle reunion the other 
day, which added a picturesque page to 
sporting history. Five thousand men and 
women tailed in the line which pedaled 
over Chestnut hill, with delegations from 
every town of considerable size in the 
Bay State. What made this parade of 
unusual interest was the sight of archaic 
bicycles of vintages unknown in this gen- 
eration, portraying the evolution of the 
wheel of today, ail the way from the bone 
shaker of our grandfathers. 

The modern pneumatic-tired wheel in 
this parade typified the rise and decline 
of a ‘‘craze’’ of colossa] proportions. At 
its zenith the whole world seemed to be 
riding wheels or seeking the wherewithal 
to own them. How the automobile has 
invaded this field among the classes which 
could afford to choose its pastimes, with- 
Out close watch on the cost, is shown 
in an interesting fashion, by the adver- 
tising pages of a high-class monthly maga- 
zine. In March of 1900 there were six- 
teen different advertisements of bicy- 
cles, from one-half page to a full page 
each, and in the same number only two 
displays of automobiles, by two manu- 
facturers, covering two pages Of the mag- 
azine. For March of this year the same 
magazine containing thirteen pages of 
automobile advertising, representing 
twenty different manufacturers, and one 
page of bicycle advertising, While the 
consolidation of bicyg¢le interests has de- 
creased the competition in advertising, 
yet these figures give a fair estigate 
of the reversa] of popularity worked out 
in four years among the people who 
could afford to shift their form of pas- 
time. 

Eight years ago 50,000 bicycles were 
ridden in Philadelphia and 15,000 of these 
were owned by men and women who used 
them’ between their honree end their 
places of employment. Today is is prob- 
able that in that city 10,000 wheels are 
used for practical convenience and this 
class may have _§ increased. But the 
shrinkage of interest has been among the 
35,000 who used them wholly for pas- 
time, and the same process has been go- 
ing on, in greater or less degre®, all over 
the country. Yet the “‘‘craze’’ in its 
height did great things in pushing the 
good roads movement and in rejuvenating 
the country hotels, whose benefits were 
reaped by the automobile when it became 
popular. The bicycle is by no means a 
back number, but it has ceased to be an 


Lare Fruit. 


Custard aples are another expensive 
luxury. They can be purchased at prices 
ranging from 38 shillings to £5 each, ac- 
cording to quality, and, according to 
those whose judgment in Such matters 
is considered to be absolutely correct, 
must be eaten with pepper and salt. 

Two of the most fashionable fruits 
in the winter months are the muscat 
grapes and strawberries, and until the 
end of January the latter are beyond the 
reach of men of moderate means. A gen- 
tleman not long since went into a well 
known fruiterer’s in Regent street and 
offered £50 to the manager if he could 
provide enougn strawberries for five peo- 
ple that evening. The m@&nager under- 
took to deliver the fruit within seven 
hours, and then promptly proceeded to 
wire forty different frult gardens within 
30 miles of London for strawberries, 

Seventeen gardens provided the re- 
quired amount of strawberries (the re- 
maining twenty-three not being able to 
produce a single onej, and by 6:30 that 
evening the fruit was delivered. at a cost 
of nearly !0Os 6d for each strawberry. 
There are sereral persons in London 
whose weekly bill for grapes at this sea- 
s0n runs to never leSs than £20. They 
pay 20s per pound for the best muscat 
grapes and receive at least three pounds 
per day. At a dinner party given some 
time ago at Marlborough house the bill 
for grapes amounted to £45, while the 
cost of each apple &t the royal table wag 
exactly 5s. 

It is, however, by no means the most 
distinguished of wealthy people who 
spend fortunes in fruit. There js, for in- 
stance, a retired bootmaker living near 
Brixton who was informed that pears 
from Algeirs have a distinctly pleasant 
flavor. 

Relieved from worries of mitfit and 
other cares incidental to his calling, the 
retired bootmaker had time to pay atten- 
tion to such delicate matters and prompt- 
ly proceeded to order from his frulterer’s 
some of these p@ars, which he found 
would cost him 10s each. His weekly bi]] 
for these delicacies now amounts to £5, 
while muscat grapes and pineapples at 
£1 apiece brings his fruit bill in the 
week up to at least £10—just £500 a 
year in fruit alone. Curiously enough, 
except in the matter of fruit, he lives 
in a very moderate, though comfortable 
Style. 

The manager of a well known fruiter- 
er’s establishment in the west end in- 
formed the writer that lots of people 
who see high priced fruit In the window 
will buy it just to see “‘what it tastes 
like,’”” and in this way these ‘‘samplers,”’ 
as they are called by the trade, are a 
considerable source of profit to many of 
the high clas fruiterers. These samplers 
will cheerfully spend 5s on an apple or

PAUL JONES WON 
FOR RUSSIANS 


lIlustrious American Com- 
manded Muscovite Fleet 
in Battle With Turk, 


How many Americans are famillar with 
the fact that John Paul Jones, the father 
of the American navy, once won a sea 
victory for the Russians? How many 
realize that the victorious Ameriean navy 
at Santiago and the defeated Russian 
army at Port Arthur both owe their 
origin to brilliant victories won by an 
extraordinary man? Singular, indeed, 
that the naval greatness of the most ad- 
vanced republic and the most medieval 
autocracy on earth should have both 
been the work of one man says tne 
Washington Post. 

After the revolution and the famous 
victory which he won over the Serapis 
Jones, after a short sojourn in this coun- 
try, returned to Paris, where he fell in 
with Prince Potemkin, the favorite of 
Catherine II of Russia, presented 
him at the court of mistress in St. 
Petersburg. This 1787 Some 
time before thig Catherine had made a 
tour of her realm, Potmkin acting as a 
fixing up

agreeable surprises for her, among otner 
things posting over the gates of Knerson 
the legend, ‘‘This is the way to Kyzan- 
tium.’”’ At the same time Catherine had 
been meddling in the affairs of Poland 
and many other things had occurred 
which gave the Turks such an alarm 
that they lost no time tn declaring war 
against the empire, Since 
the days of Peter the Great the Russians 
had been employing foreign officers ag 
commanders of their navy, and there nhap- 
pened at this time to be a particularly 
strong demand for such in the war 
against the Jurks, 

Paul Jones Given Command. 

Consequently John Paul Jones having 
at that time the most brilliant record in 
the world, was placed in command ot the 
Russian fiéet in the Black sea, to the 
great disgust of the English, French, 
German and Swe lish mercenaries, and the 
Russian officers ag well, many of whom 
resigned rather than sefve under “a 
vulgar adventurer.”” Rear Admiral Paul 
oJnes was not long & command of the 
Black sea squadron before he fell in 
with the Turkish fleet off Sebastopol. 
A terfific battle followed, resulting in a 
glorfjéus victory for Admiral Jones, who, 
on that occasion, displayed the same 
undaunted courage that he had shown 
in the battle off Flamborough Head, 
when, in reply to the question put by the 
commander of the Serapis, ‘“‘Havye you 
struck ?’’ Jones . replied: “T have not 
yet begun to fight.” The glorious vic- 
tory won by Jones destroved the Turkish 
naval power in the Black sea, added the 
Crimea and Bessarabia to fussia and 
wag productive of a greater crop of 
hate, 

Jones received a handsome present 
from the Empress Catherine, but it was 
a mere nothing compared with tne estate 
and other presents given to one of the 
German princes who served under Jones 
in the engagement, and who had con- 
tributed little, if anything, to the victory. 

Not Adequately Rewarded. 


A general row followed, in which all 
might have gone well enough with Jones, 
who would undoubtedly have come out 
the victor had it not been for one thing. 
Jones was as ready with tongue as 
he was with his sword. Moreover, he 
was a stranger to Russian customs and 
his habit of saying what he saw fit and 
not as hig superiors directed, did not set 
well with the Russian nobility. Had he 
cultivated the good graces of Prince 
Potemkin he might have obtained his 
just reward, but the facts are that the 
victory over the Turks was won in direct 
violation of Potemkin’s adwWeée and Jones 
made no bones of setting at naugnt tne 
ideas of the Russian grandee. This of- 
fended Potemkin, Who was not accus- 
tomed to such independence. AS a fe. 
sult of thus falling at loggerheads with 
the favorite of the empress Jones lost 
influence and was removed from the 
command of the Black sea squadron 
and placed in command of the few old 
tubs which constituied the Russian fleet 
in the sform-tossed Baltic. A few 
months of this inaction was enough for 
Jones and he left the Russian navy, re- 
turning to Paris. He never forgot thig 
injustice and for the remainder of his 
life never let a day pass without writing 
ietters to the Russian court, trying once 
again to obtain command of-the Russian 
Black sea fleet. 

Foreigners in Russian Navy. 


From the days of Peter the Great down 
to the present day the percentage of 
foreigners in the Russian navy has been 
enormous. The sailors are in very few 
cases genuine Russians, but are for the 
most part made up of Swedes, Courtland- 
ers, Finns, Greeks and Odessa Italians. 
In fact ,it might be said that the foreign- 
ers have not only made but are still main- 
taining the Russian .navy. The reason 
for this is because the Russians are not 
@ maritine people. 

Russia proper, that is to say, that part 
of it inhabited py Russians, and in which 
the Russian language is spoken, is con- 
fined to au area about as large as the 
southern states of Moscow and Kuevvy, 
the Baltic coast having in times past 
formed a part of Finland, Germany, 
Sweden and Poland. Thus the whoie Bai- 
tic coast of Russia is inhabited by Ger- 
mans, Swedes, and Finns, who speak their 
own language and are members of tne 
Lutheran church, while the coast of the 
Baltic, which was wrested by Admiral 
Jones from ‘Turkey, and the Khans of 
Crimea, is inhabinted by Tartars, Turks, 
Greeks, Italians and Romanians. As 
for the officers, they are made up from 
every nation of Europe, with a scattering 
here and there of Russians. The com- 
mander of the Russian battleship Variag 
captured by the Japs in the battle off 
Port Arthur, was a Captain Rodney, An- 
other commander mentidned in the dis- 
patches from the Far East is Admiral 
Stackelburg. 
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MEN MAKING 
DRUDGE OF SUN 


Harness Is Being Placed on 
the Glorious Orb by 
Denizens of Earth. 


Within the last few years no invention 
has given such an impetus to the devel- 
opment of the arid lands as the success- 
ful operation of the solar motor. There 
are vast regions in Utah, Colorado and 
Surrounding states and territories which 
depend upon the same conditions as Low- 
er California for their development. The 
solar motor in being introduced in these 
sections to operate mine machinery and 
pumps that are located far away from 
the railroads and all natural fuel. The 
skies are almost cloudless in these fre- 
xiong the year round and the sun’s rays 
are sO warm the machinery can be put 
in operation within an hour after sun- 
rise, says The Iron Age. 

The size of the solar motors now in use 
averages from five to ten-horse power, 
and experiments have shown that it is 
unwise to attempt to build larger ones. 
By constructing them in groups, how- 
ever. the same results are obtained, and 
in several plants a series of two or three 
are being constructed to produce in the 
aggregate from twenty to forty-horse 
power. The solar motor used is the out- 
come of experiments, In Europe many 
efforts were made to utilize the sun's 
heat to melt different kinds of metal, and 
Such success attended these efforts a 
quarter of'a century ago that in France 
iron could be melted within sixteen sec- 
onds by mirrors only 4 feet in diame- 
ter, 

An Early Attempt in England. 

In England, some twenty years ago, 
a refiector 3 feet in diameter was built 
that fused granite in one minute and 
melted a smal] cube of iron in three sec- 
onds. The enormous possibilities of such 
heat rays, when concentrated upon a 
smal] surface, were taken up by practi- 
cal scientists, who sought to build work- 
ing plants with mirrors in places of fur- 
naces burning coal. Sir William Her- 
schel made the first practical attempt in 
Africa, where the sun’s rays were con- 
sidered strong enough to give the best 
results. The results of this experiment 
were satisfactory, and Sir William Her- 
Schel published an account of his work 
in England, predicting that the sun could 
be made to do all the work required in 
Atrica if pruper machines were construct- 
ed. In spite of this reliable scientist's 
predictions, nothing was done to take 
advantage of conditions that seemed to 
promise great fortunes to those who 
Succeéded in harnessing the sun for in- 
dustrial purposes, 

In this country Captain Ericsson was 
the first to make a solar motor. It did 
not prove an entire success. but his work 
paved the way for later efforts. Within 
the next five years different attempts 
were made without success. Ericsson's 
plan of a machine was tried uguin and 
the same failure happened as to the 
original in 1884. Another attempt, made 
at Longwood, Cal., addeq further dis- 
couragement to the pioneers in the in- 
dustry. 

Used in Farm Work. 

The first which attained any degree of 
Success Was the solar motor erected in 
Denver five years ago and which pro- 
duced nearly five-horse power with con- 
siderable ease. It was this effect whith 
led to further enthusiastic experiments 
until one of the large solar motors was 
constructed at Los Angeles two years 
ago, This motor-has become the model 
for nearly all the others now springing 
up. It is not a perfected motor, but it 
has attained a degree of perfection which 
enables the owners to secure good work 
With it. Its cost also is so reasonabie 
that it is not likely to limit its use-to 
particular lines. For individual farms of 
10 to 100 acres it is eminently suited, 
either for pumping purposes or for gen- 
eruting electricity for lighting ang power. 
For mines and general pumping stations 
it is equally well adapted. 

ihe huge disk of glass which serves as 
the heat reflector of the gun's rays looks 
like a huge inverted lamp. It is 33 feet 
in diameter at the top and 13 feet at 
the bottom. The inside of this huge disk 
is made of glass, but not in large plates. 
There are 1,788 pieces of glass, all ar- 
ranged at Such angles that the sun's 
rays will be directly focused upon the 
boiler, The arrangement of these indi- 
Vidual pieces of glass is ingenious and 
mgch of the success of the experiment is 
due to this. Nach glass is practically 
a small mirrow, which follows the sun 
and reflects the rays at one central point 
throughout the day. 


SAW MILL MEN WILL MEET

Tifton, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—The 
regular June meeting of the Georgia in- 
terstate Sawmill Association will be held 
at the Continental hotel, Atlantic Beach, 
Fla., Monday next, June 13. This will 
be one of the most important meetings 
of the year, for in addition to the regu- 
lar business, the car equipment haw, the 
freight rate question, etc., a change in 
price lists in conformity with the new 
inspection rules effective July 1 will be 
made. It is also probable that a change 
in the in&pection rules will be discussed 
if not adopted, 


SEEK TO PRESERVE RUINS. 


Effort on Foot To Save Prehistoric 
Arizona Villages from Spoliation. 


Archaeologists are much perturbed by 
the persistent looting of the prehistoric 
towns of Arizona by relic hunters and 
they have been stirred up to urge their 
preservation by legislative action for the 
benefit of students of ethnology. Van- 
dals digging in the ruins find relics, which 
they dispose of, and so distribute articles 
of great value in throwing light on the 
prehistoric inhabitants beyond the reach 
of ethnologists. 

Among the groups which the archaeolo- 
gists are particularly anxious to preserve 
in this way are several between Flagtaff 
and the Black falls, in the Little Colorado 
river valley. These consist of a citadel 
and buildings evidently devoted to a num- 
ber of different purposes. The structures, 
as a yule, are small, with low walls, the 
largest not being more than three stories 
high. The gtones fit closely together and 
show signs of having been dressed into 
shape. Apparently the rooms of the 
lower stories were entered from the roof 
and never from lateral doors. When 
windows were present they were mere 
look-outs, or small, rectangular openings, 
which would admit scanty Nght. The 
roofs, apparently, were fiat. 

The most. impressive of the masses of 
aboriginal masonry in this region is about 
56 miles due west from Black Falls and 
40 from Flagstaff. The ruin stands above 
the plain and is visible for many miles. 
From a distance, perched on a low red 
sandstone mesa, the top of which is 15 
feet above the plain, it resembles an old 
castie. At is highest point this ruin was 
evidently three stories high, or at least 
had three rooms, one above the other. 
The walls are fine examples of primitive 
masonry, due care having been taken to 
bind the corners and otherwise tie the 
walls together.

Opportunity. = 

The callous mallet of the tcenocelast 
is busy nowadays crumbling the clay 
of many of the idols which we have 
been most jealously hugging to our 
bosoms. One by one the myths and 
the dreams and the preconceived no- 
tions which credulous humanity has 
long been fondly coddling, have been 
rudely dissipated by the cold analysis 
of the scientist and the latter day 
philosopher. The present controversy 
over the authorship of the famous In- 
galls poem, “Opportunity,” has drawn 
the fire of the critical vivisectionists 
te that phase of life which forms the 
theme of the pyrotechnic Kansan, 
whose keen satirical touch is so sadly 
missing from the prosy leaven of 
national politics today. 

Waiving the charge that Ingalls 
plagiarized the ideas and phraseology 
of his flashing lines from an Italian 
litterateur, the question naturally 
presents itself—was his conception of 
opportunity erroneous? This concep- 
tion may be epitomized by the follow- 
ing middle and last lines of the ring- 
ing words which he puts in the mouth 
of the mythical character—Oppor- 
tunity: 

“I knock unbidden once at every 
gate!” ... “I answer notand I re- 
turn no more.” 

How many men and women arrived 
at that age when a fairly accurate 
astimate of life’s success or failure 
may be ventured, are honestly willing 
to concede that only once in the 
course of their long experience op- 
portunity presented itself at their 
gates? The recognition and classifi- 
cation of opportunity is comparative- 
ly simple when discernment has been 
seasoned by maturity, so there should 
be no difficulty on that score. Is it 
not possible, then, for a man of say 
forty-five years of age, to review his 
life and enumerate five, ten, fifteen or 
perhaps twenty critical moments in 
which opportunity’ figured strongly? 
By opportunity, of cours, is meant 
that auspicious array of circum- 
stances which opens wide the road to 
the achievement of whatever desire is 
uppermost in the mind of the individ- 
ual—whether that desire be for 
wealth, for standing or for pure, un- 
diluted happiness. 

Cannot the man and woman, even 
of the most mediocre attainments, 
recall at least more than one passage 
in their lives when they stood face 
to face with the possibility of fur- 
thering their own dearest aims and 
ambitions? It is simply incredible in 
this age when the world’s pursuits 
have been subdivided so infinitely; 
when science and business, the arts, 
the professions, the home open up 
their myriad avenues to the conscien- 
tious, capable worker; when to 
the mah who is his own best friend 
and whose mind is alert in his own 
behalf the opening wedge MUST ap- 
pear time and time again—that the 
balance of success and failure, hap- 
piness and misery is hung on one lit- 
tle fate-filled moment. Do we not, in 
every day life, contradict this fatalis- 
tic fiat when we say “he is fritter- 
ing away his opportunities?” Why 
apply the plural if opportunity knocks 
but once? Why encourage a man 
Or a woman fto rise again and battle 
gamely when their fortune has been 
beaten into nothingness on the rocks 
of adversity? Does not opportunity 
present itself again and again to 
those who are not too torpid to recog- 
nize the critical moment and grapple 
it bravely? Is it not only to the 
timid coward that this pessimistic 
poem applies? 

The doctrine that opportunity is 
ever present chimes more consistently 
with the facts of life as they transpire 
around us each one of the twenty- 
four hours. It is tready enough to 
Offer us its happy cooperation—we are 
the ones who “answer not” to its low, 
clear voice and Who “return no more” 
to a painstaking search for its pres- 
ence. Too often unhappy men and 
women are eo blinded by indifference, 
so fatigued by effort, so disheartened 
by failure they neglect to make the 
Supreme effort which is required to 
emerge from that pathetic half-stupor. 
To be sure, there are opportunities 
and opportunities. Some are more 
pregnant with fate than others, but 
they are all freighted with a dynamic 
potentiality which only needs the 
sturdy “I will’ of the individual to 
transmute them into the radiant coin 
of success. 

The Ingalls poem is musical and 
forceful, but is it not built around a 
theory which the lazy or the faint- 
hearted have invented to console 
themselves or to throw dusf into the 
eyes of a mocking, knowing world? 

Far more harmonious with truth is 
Shakespeare’s fine line, “‘there is a 
tide in the affairs of men.” For the 
tide flows and ebbs. It is true that it 
reaches a climax, but in the process 
of so doing it surges forward and re- 
cedes, only to repeat over and again 
its monotonous march until the maxi- 
mum has been reached. Even atter 
that fateful moment it still returns to 
lap the feet of him who stands upon 
the shore. But there is this differ- 
ence; whereas before it leaped for- 
ward to meet him, now he must ad- 
vance to catch its retiring wave ere 
its force be entirely spent. 

Is not this perfectly analogous 
with Opportunity? 
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The State Normal School. 

In a recent editorial The Athens 
Banner takes the position that the 
board of commissioners of the State 
Normal school at Athens should be in- 
creased in number from five to four- 
teen. In the opinion of The Banner 
this increase would bring the normal 
school in closer touch with the state 
by permitting a wider range in the se- 
lection of the board. 

The Banner makes this suggestion 


without in the slightest degree re- 
flecting upon the ability of the prea- 
ent board, which has rendered mag- 
nificent service in the upbuilding of 
this well known institution. 

In referring to the matter The Ban- 
ner says: 

All this is said out of no feeling that 
the present commission is not an abl? 
and progressive body of men. They have 
managed the affairs of the school ad- 


‘Mirably and all of them are Georgians 


devoted to the best educational interests 
of the state. The Banner feels that they 
have done the state a great service, and 
at the same time this paper is convinced 
that they would not in the least object 
to the plan that has been suggested by 
The Banner, but on the other hand would 
welcome the addition of other members 
to the governing body of the institution. 
The Banner urges the importance of a 
bill embodying these ideas being intro- 
duced in the legislature at its approach- 
ing session, and believes that the gen- 
Tal assembly will pass the bill and 
make a law after a full investigation and 
study of the question. 

The Constitution is inclined to agree 
with The Banner and it believes that 
the legislature would make no mis- 
take in acting upon this suggestion, 
the sole object of which is to secure 
wider representation on the board. 
Under the method as proposed by The 
Banner a trustee could be chosen 
from each congressional district, as is 
done in the case of most of the others 
of the state’s educational and public 


institutions. 


Sage and Vacations. 

In the comment which Uncle Rus- 
fsell Sage’s pronunciamento against 
vacations has brought forth, the real 
point in the vacation business seems 
to have been, fn most instances, over- 
looked. 

The vacation usually granted by em- 
ployers to employees has been treated 
as if it were a concession to the man 
who worked for wages or salary or as 
evidence of regard for past services. 
To some extent the vacation is both 
of these things, but it is more than 
that. 

If Uncle Russell Sage had ever been 
a large employer of men, he would 
realize that there being limitations 
to the human machine, one of the 
very best means to secure good con- 
tinuous service from workers in all 
lines is the granting of an annual rest 
during which mind and body may be 
recuperated from the strain of past 
work and fortified for the strain of the 
future. 

Moreover, from a merely business 
standpoint and aside from all con- 
siderations. of sentiment, it is a fact 
that the annual vacation is one of the 
best investments that an employer 
can make. It may be true, and déubt- 
less is, that during a few days im- 
anediately following the vacation the 
man or woman worker may waste a 
little time in getting back into the 
Toutine, but the work is taken on with 
new zest, the mind is clearer, the 
body is stronger, and the capacity for 
sustained effort is incrfased very ap- 
preciably. | 

This is the employer’s side and it 
reflects the experience of large em- 
ployers in all lines of business. 

Will Not Be Missed. 

Attorney General Phil Knox rises 
to remark that his retirement from 
the cabinet will make no difference 
whatsoever with the Roosevelt “anti- 
trust” policy; that this is the presi- 
dent’s own policy and the transfer of 
his present attorney general to a 
more desirable office will mean no 
change. 

There is no danger of the country 
regarding this a startling piece of 
news. The people of) the United 
States have all the time recognized the 
republican anti-trust campaign as part 
and parcel of the bluff and bluster rec- 
ord of the man in the white house. 
Upen this, as upon every other issue, 
Theodore Roosevelt has made a great 
noise with his Reform Brass Band, 
only to permit himself to be whipped 
into line by the elements controlling 
the republican party whenever the is- 
sue narrows down to one between 
principle and his own tenure of public 
office. The most persistent office- 
seeker in American public life, a lit- 
tle thing like thg repudiation of his 
own record has never been permitted 
to stand in his way at any time. 

It was he who ordered the sensa- 
tional attack upon the Northern mer- 
ger; and it was he who, instantly the 
supreme court had Iaid down prin- 
ciples upon which this and other great 
railroad combinations and _ other 
trusts could be attacked, caused it to 
be announced that there was to be no 
“running amuck’~in other words, 
that there were to be no real trust 
prosecutions. Ttlere was even no at- 
tempt,to apply the penalties of the 
law to the particular combination 
which the court had declared illegal. 

Why? # The reason is obvious. For 
the administration to honestly have 
taken advantage, on behalf of the peo- 
ple, of the decision rendered by the 
court might have injured Theodore 
Roosevelt’s chances of nomination and 
election. Hence the prompt and open 
assurance to the trusts that the so- 
called victory of the administration 
was to be construed as meaningless. 

How meaningless it really is In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioner 
Prouty shows in an article in The 
North American Review, just publish- 
ed, in which he says: 

Without attempting to forecast future 
decisions of the supreme court upon this 
subject, it is not too much to say ‘that, in 
all human probability, the Northern Sge- 
curities decision will not result in the 
dissolution of a single railroad combina- 
tion now existing, except the Northern 
Securties Company itself, nor seriously 
interfere. with the formation of other 
combinations. For fourteen years this 
government has been attempting to reg- 
ulate railway rates’ by enforcing compe- 
tition. At the end o? that period, after 
tw5 epoch-making decisions, we are con- 
fronted with increasing monopoly, with 
advancing rates and with no probable re- 
lief in sight. 

In other words, the Roosevelt anti- 


| 


trust campafgn has brought no sub- 
stantial results of any kind, nor was it 
intended that it should. The suit was 
brought solely as a grand stand play 
to fool the people. They are to be 
made to belieye that Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox, acting for the administra- 
tion, has made a great assault upon 
the trusts, while the trusts know they 
have not been hurt, nor will they be 
so long as there is a Roosevelt in 
the white house. 

As to the attorney general, it makes 
no difference who he may be. Any 
man called to the office will be named 
by the trysts as was Mr. Knox, and he 
will do whatever the president may 
order in this matter of trust litigation, 
and everything else. 

Mr. Knox is right; he will not be 
missed from the cabinet.

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One of the Largest and Most Inter- 
esting Litigations Ever Heard 
in Fulton County Came Up 
for Hearing Yesterday 
Morning.

The guft for nearly $300,000 brought 
by Peter G Grant against Bona Allen 
and others was argued before SB ude 
Lumpkin yesterday on demurrer and the 
demurrer overruled. All the leading 
points in this suit, sald to be one of 
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the most interesting brought In this 
county in a long while, came out in the 
“argument yesterday morning, 

Grant is suing Bona Alien, &r.. C. L. 
Allen, Bona Allen, Jr., John Q. Allen 
and EB. 0. Miles for unpaid stock in the 
Allen-Miles Company which went into 
bankruptcy several] months ago. Grant 
was appointed a trustee by the bank- 
rupt court and he brought suit to recoyv- 
er, for the benefit gf creditors, about 
$200,000 which had not been paid on 
stock in the company. 

It is claimed by the trustee that the 
debts of the company amount to $380,- 
000. He states in his suit that E. O, 
Miles and C. L, Allen reside in At- 
lanta and Bona Allen, Sr., Bona Allen, 
Jr.. and John Q. Allen reside in Gwin- 
nett county, this state. He says that 
the books of the company show that 
Bona Allen, Sr., took stock to the value 
of $600,000 in the company and gave his 
notes for the amount, and that he after- 
wards made an exchange of the notes, 
giving six notes for the original notes; 
that John Q@. Allen took $30,000 worth 
of stock, paying $6,000 cash; that E&. O. 
M les took $109,000 worth of stock, pay- 
ing only a small part in cash: that C. L. 
Allen took stock to the value of $164,- 
000, giving in payment therefor his stock 
of goods, good will. ete., in the firm of 
Cc. L. Allen Co., and that the valua- 
tion was grossly overestimated. The 
stock company was organized on Octo- 
ber 28, 1902. 

It is further claimed by the plaintiff 
that abont a vear 2g0 Bona Allen, Sr., 
took charge of the company’s business, 
saying he would manage it and pay up 
“ll jndebtedness. The debts at that time 
amounted to £380,000. He also assumed, 
it is alleged, that Tre took notes given 
lor stock amounting to $264,700. 

in benalf of creditors the trustee de- 
munded the balance owed on the stock 
of the company and Bona Allen, he 
plates, refused to make payment, 

lt was brought out in the argument 
that the company had set up that the 
fartial payments made on the _ stock 
would be in ful] payment for the shares 
Issued. 

C. L. Allen was the president of the 
company, With a salary of $!0,000 a 
year. This was reduced when Bona 
Allen, Sr., took charge of the business, 

The capital stock of the company was 
$400,000. 

Grounds of the Demurrer. 

The plaintiff is represented by Abbott 
& Goree, Rosser & Brandon and Slaton 
& Phillips; the defendants by Anderscn, 
Anderson & Thomas, 

The defendants demurred to the sult 
On the follewing grounds: ' 

Because the declarations were too mul- 
ttifarious ang misjointed in regard -to 
the defendants: Because the trustee in 
hankruptev had no right for action 
against the stockholders and that tie 
right of action, if any, arising out of 
the transaction, was in the creditors 
themselves; because it haq developed that 
a part of the stock In the company was 
Paid in property at a valuation agreed 
upon between two cvurporations and the 
valuation was binding upon all creditors 
who couldn't be heard in the present 
suit; because the superior court of Ful- 
ton county had no jurisdiction ag to the 
creditors who resided in Gwinnett county 
and could not be joined with residents of 
Fulton county. 

Judge Lumpkin overruled the demurrer 
on all the points raised. He held that 
under the atatutes of Georgia a curpora- 
-tion could not pass a resolution making 
@ part payment on stock full payment 
and make such agreement binding on 
creditors; that the declarations were not, 
as claimed, multifarious and _  mis- 
joined; that the trustee had a right of 
action; and that the court had jurisdic- 
tion. 

Attorney Clifford L. Andreson stated 
that the case would go up on certiorari 
and that Bona Allen, Sr., would have to 
give a bond for $500,000. He remarked 
that there were very few men in the 
state who could make such a bond,

Cables were about Fright 
‘and the weather was generally favora- 
‘ble, but soon after the opening shorts 
began covering, the market becamc ac- 
tive and very excited, and went up 
at a rapid rate with July selling from 
11.73, the low point on the call, to 
12.25 within the first hour, this being 
an aivance of 40 points from lagt 
night. August also ruled sensationally 
firm and the new crop joining in the 
upward movement showed net gains of 
from 20 to 23 points. July in New 
Orleans advanced even more rapidly 
than here, and New Orleans was an ac- 
tive buyer in the local market, while the 
professional: bear element seemed to be 
actively covering.

COTTON—The cotton market the past 
week has shown a very erratic and nerv- 
ous state of affairs, but with the gen- 
era] trend of . prfi@®s downward. The 
closing down of the mills. both here and 
in England, absolutely no demand for 
cotton from spinners, heavy selling by 
New Orleans operators and favorable 
weather throughout the cotton belt have 
been the depréssing influences. Against 
these factors the only sustaining feature 
haaw been the large short interest which 
proved a greater break than occurred. 
As a general rule, the market invariably 
weakened after the short interest had 
heen eliminated, showing that there was 
absolutely no buying power in the mar- 
ket. Spinners are still indifferent re- 
garding a definite stand on the market 
position. They are only buying on a 


hand-to-mouth basis, and only in quanti!-. 


ties sufficient to meet their present de- 
mands. The weather has been, with few 
exceptions, favorable Heavy rains have 
fallen throughost the Atlantic and gulf 
states, and the drought has been broken 
in the extreme western belt, where it 
has been most needed. Covering by nerv- 
ous shorts was the feature in the latter 
part of the week, resulting from an 
oversold condition of the market, and 
also on reports of damage by floods in 
the gulf states.

MARKET RULED 
BY CROP NEWS 


craving Selif That Harvest 
Will Be Bountiful 


Interest in New York Largely in the 
Future Price of Cotton—It Is 
- Admitted That Supply Is 
Short, but the Factories 
Are in No Hurry. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, June 1!1!.—(Special.)—Crop 
Mews again dominates sentiment in the 
financial district. From hints which 
have been dropped, it is apparent that 
there is a growing belief that the har- 
vest will be bountiful in all leading 
products, both staple and cereals. Of- 
ficlals of leading rallroads ‘have been 
busy colle@ting data for submission to’ 
their boards of difectors. The latter 
want to know just ‘“‘where they are at.’’ 
The almost universal opinion is that we 
are entering on a season as auspicious 
from the ¢rop standpoint as we have seea 
in years, and if the weather holds, the 
resources of the United States will have 
been enormously added to. Some men- 
tioned the large total of $500,000,000 as 
the probable gain in wealth this year, 
drawn from the ground. Should this 
prove true, the chilling influence of a 
presidential election is likely to peter out 
as crops are garnered. 

The immediate outlook finds sentiment 
a little more cheerful, with people some- 
what inclined to forget decreased rail- 
road earnings and believing that cor- 
porations will be able to reduce expenses 
materially from now on, largely making 
up for the shrinkage in volume of traf- 
fic. This {se yet to be proved. Wall 
street’s chief regret ts that the public 
does not come into the stock market. 
This interferes badly with the business 
of brokers who depend’ on commissions 
from the outside, and-cannot get rich 
trading among themselves, as they fre- 
quently do, in dull periods. Nobody feels 
this absence of the public more than the 
bankers, who have large issues of bonds 
and other securities to float. It is all 
right to talk aout drawing on their 
large clientele to get rid of their hold- 
ings, but many of these very patrons 
have informed fheir bankers that they 
will buy no more for the present, but 
will “sit on the fence’’ and watch de- 
velopments. 


Nothing in Market. 


Numerous customers of brokers have 
taken up their accounts and paid for se- 
curfties which they had been carrying 
on margin, explaining that they see noth- 
ing in the market for the time being. 
They say they will put surplus money 
into their business or use it in other 
ways. This reflects contraction of Wall 
street’s operations. There are no signs 
vet that we shall have much expansion 
fn the near future. Stocks have picked 
up a Httle this week, but there was 
nothing to indicate that it was more 
than a temporary spurt, with the shorts 
doing most of the buying. We shall have 
these fits and starts, good authorities 
think, unffl the middle of August, with 
perhaps a higher tendency to prices, un- 
less the crops meet with disaster. 

The best sign is that certain interior 
banks have made application to their 
New York correspondents for accommo- 
dations. Such a thing has not occurred 
for many weeks, and the demand is 
coming earlier than usual. Maybe it will 
mot.fast. The tendency has héen for vast 
a@mounts of money to flow this way from 
the interior, ‘thecause the owners have 
no immediate use for it, and they prefer 
to send it on and get what they can 
for it. rather than let it remain idle. The 
demand for funds from the interior has 
mot beet! la@re enough to call it a pro- 
nounced movement and it may die out 
fe00n. It may be partly due to the fact 
that certain New York banks have cut 
down the interest allowed on balances, 
which has regularly been 2 per cent per 
annum. When the local banks can put 
out funds for only | to I% per cent it 
is rather rough to pay 2 to somebody 
else. But, as stated a week ago, leading 
banks have been reducing their call loans 
largely, preferring to hold as much as 
they safely can for opportunities to make 
good turns in short time deals—such as 
the flotation of the new Japanese bonds, 
which yleided them a handsome profit. 


Future Price of Cotton. 

As cotton continues about the most 
active market, interest here largely cen- 
ters on the future price of the staple, 
both with reference to the old crop and 
also the new one, assuming that it turns 
out to be an enormous one. The policy 
of the spinners is of particular interest. 
The question Is being asked on every 
hand whether they will stock up at cur- 
rent prices with enough raw material to 
carry them through to the new crop, and 
if so what effect it will have on the 
price of cotton. What will be their at- 
titude in the autumn and what may be 
expected to be the effect on the price if 
there is a general rush to buy? I have 
made a canvass of certain interests here 
identified with the Fall River mills, and 
obtained some significant statements 
bearing on that end of the trade. The 
gist of these opinions is as follows: 

Spinners will not stock up with enough 
raw cotton to last them any considera- 
ble time, but will buy only as they need 
it to meet Immediate requirements. They 
will pursue a hand-to-mouth policy, be- 
HMeving liquidation in the cotton mar- 
ket is not yet over, but that the pen- 
dulum may swing further than condl- 
tions justify, as was the case on the 
upward movement. One of them said 
he would not be surprised to see July 
cotton get down to !0 cents, although 
he admitted that he is not looking for 
it. He thought the liquidation would 
continue off and on for thirty days yet, 
then there would be a hardening tend- 
ency and there may be surprises on the 
upside during the remainder of the sum- 
mer. He added: 

Supply Is. Short. 

‘we might as well admit that the 
supply is short and will barely satisfy 
the demand under ordinary conaitions, 
but milling men are in no hurry at this 
late day to lay in supplies. They will 
go through the summer with the small- 
est stocks in many years and will be 
ready to pursue a cautious pelicy to- 
ward the new crop, if it is 4 large 
one when it comes. They will not dash 
in and take enough to last them over to 
spring. If we should have a 11,000,000 
bale crop, as present signs indicate, 
prices should naturally work considera- 
bly. lower in the autumn, but I do not 
think they will—at least, not all at 
once. I think prices will remain above 
their normal for a time bécause south- 
érn farmers, being accustomed to high 
prices, and well off, will hold off, think- 
ing they command the situation and 
can get any price they want to got. If 


- 


they do, the movement to market will 
be relatively smaller than it should be, 


the size of the crop has beea exagger~ 
ated, and prices will remain up @ W ile. 
Eventually it will dawn on the planter 
that he is making a mistake and he will 
press his cotton for sale. Then the 
price will go down—maybe in the 
spring, maybe much sooner than that. 
Southern farmers can afford to be in- 
dependent this year and dictate prices 
for a time. 

“yast autumn English spinners Zot 
ahead of their American cousins, laying 
in large stocks of cotton when the crop 
firat pegan to move—evidently having 
good inforgation that the output was 
small. They made their pufchases at 
much lower figures than we did later 
on, and have had advantage in selling 
the product of their mills. It can not 
be assumed that they will be early 
birds again, unless they think it is ware- 
ranted. 

Englishmen Are Bidding. 

“A curious thing occurred a few days 
ago. A representative of English mills 
was offering print cloths in this market 
at 3% cents a year for what is known 
on the other side as ‘splits,’ that is, 
cloths of half the width of our stundard 
makes, which for some purposes will 
no doubt answer the requirements of 
retailers just as well as the double 
width. The price quoted was consid- 
erably below what we could sell for 
and come out even. I dont think the 
seller was making anything—he may 
have been taking a loss—but I inferred 
the low price was intended as a bid 
to get back some of the business which 
English mills had lost to us, Another 
interesting circumstance is that some 
of the foreign mills, in endeavoring to 
compete with the American in our home 
market, have aped our styles and mark- 
ings, using almost the identical tags, 
to catch the eyes of the retailers. I 
may remark that many English goods 
are disposed of in South American 
countries, by the use of this device. 
They speak of the sharpness of the 
yankees. I think the English are wak- 
ing up.” 

The steel and iron situation 
more promising than a week ago. Prob- 
ably some demoralization in pig iron 
will «ccur before things get better. 
The accumulation of stocks of pig iron 
during May to the amount of 100,000 
tons, although the output was decreased, 
compared with April, tells its own story 
of recession in general business. The 
opinion {is growing that nothing will 
come of the proposed consOlidation of 
southern iron and steel cOmpanies, be- 
cause of the inability to arrive at a 
basis of valuations; that th¢re may be 
some hardship before the common in- 
terest will bring them together. The 
decline in No. 2 foundry iron at Bir- 
mingham to $9, or more than 50 cents 
since a representative of a_ leading 
company declared that drastic action 
woukt have to be taken to reduce the 
cost of production, has not been follow- 
ed by any important move to bring 
about the desired result. It was un- 
derstood at the time that wages by 
all steel interests, both north = and 
sOuth, woul be reduced. _The problem 
is how best to go at it.

IKE all big enterprises of the kind, 
5 the Louisiana purchase fair has its 
social side. and rumor has jit thac 
it may be found recessary to create the 
office of social arbiter or director, in 
order to prevent the gocial complications 
that are ahead arising in the matter of 
official entertainments and those who 
ought to bé entertained. 
' The large number of distinguished for- 
eigners representing the commissions of 
al] nations are to be loeked after social- 
ly, and have their views pronounced and 
uncompromising as to the codes Social 
etiquette 

The Rritish commissiontr, the French 
German and Mexican representatives 
have all expressed themselves as to 
“what is what” in the entertainments 
they have already “givenl, and the com- 
qdications as yet vaguely referred to in 
the press are arising altogethepuin the 
lack of suffica@nt social 
part of Uncle Sam's court. 

This cannot be surprising in & repub- 
lican form «@ government, where it is 
impossible to separate the political and 
the social. Outside of the social coterie 
im Washington rules and regulations as 
to precedence in official position, etc., 
are adhered to, there is very little se- 
rious g@onsideration of things of that kind 
in this free country of ours 

Bave on official occasions, where it 
fs required, a man’s office means very 
little to him socially, unless it is backed 
up by a personality, or by some other 
distinction or importance 

Wvhen therefore there comes the time 
when there must be more adherence to 
this matter of official importance, in the 
adjustment of the soctal side of a nation- 
@l enterprise it is not surprising that 
complications do arise. 

If reports be true the British commis- 
stoner is pursuing rather a selfish prin- 
ciple in the regulation of the social side 
of his obligations, in that only those 
who have extended to him or the ¢om- 
mission courtesies are included on the 
list of invitation to the Official entertain- 
ments of the British commission. This

From the street a modest idea may 
be gained of the brillianeyv of the entire 
annex, since the new store, which ad- 
joins the old one, will have no door upoa 
the street, but a handsome expanse of 
Plate glass will reveal the beautiful 
things within. 

The window room. especially 
from the street, wil! showily beautf- 
ful, and Interior examination will be no 
less satisfactory. The walls are hune 
with tapestry {fn conventfonal designs and 
the wood work ‘here and the wall cases 
in the rooms beyond, a glimpse of which 
can be gained even from the street, are 
entirely of mahogany. There is no get 
adornment of this window room, but 
verwimartin cabinets and cabinet tables 
are the effective furnishing and the ar- 
ticles they display are treasuries in their 
beauty and rarity. 

In the well lighted rooms heyond are 
cases of art works innumerable. The 
glowing quezal pieces vie in favor with 
shelves opposite of the picturesque Pom- 
peian amphara and Rookwood, Wedg- 
wood, Bohemiag. bronze-mounted Bo- 
hemian, and every sought after artware 
Is found in selected designs. One room 
is devoted to exquisite marbles. 
bronzes, one to miniatures, and further 
on are the finest expressions in china, 
Limoge, Dolton and all the other prefer- 
ences of connoisseurs, while the last 
room is devoted to hall clocks. 

A mahogany stairway at the head of 
which is a majestic leather-cushioned 
lounge seat in the same wood, with 
bronze electroliers on both broad arms, 
leads to the oriental room itn the base- 
ment, and this is a triumph of refined 
taste and beauty.

GERMANY IS TURNING 


TO COTTON GROWING 


A 


taperiments Are Being Made in 
‘All the Colonies of the 
Kaiser, 


ACREAGE 1S. INCREASED 
IN AFRICAN COLONIES 


Quantities of Seed Brought for Dis- 
tribution — Reports - Indicate 
That Some of the Experi- 
ments in Cotton Culture 
Have Been Sucessful. 


Washington, June 1!!.—(Special.)—When 
Mr. Mason, the American consul general 
at Berlin. made a report to tne de- 
partment of commerce and labor, last 
winter, calling attention to the efforts 
which were being put forth by certain 
European  countries—notably Germany, 
France and Great Britain—to promote 
the cultivation of cotton in their sey- 
eral African, Australian and East In- 
dian colonies, he was attacked in a 
number of newspapers in the southern 
states, and the whole scheme Of Euro- 
pean colonial cotton growing was de- 
clared to be “impossible and absurd,” 
Indeed, by some of the editors, the pa- 
triotism of Consul General Mason was 
brought into question because he even 
contemplated ‘‘a possibility so prepos- 
terous as that American cotton would 
not always be king abroad, as well as 
at home.”’ 

But Mr, Mason knew what he was do- 
ing. He was on the ground and saw 
how energetically Germany, especially, 
was pushing the cultivation of cotton 
in her colonies and he has now sent to 
the department an official repert issued 
by the Germar government, which sum- 
marizes, in practical reference form, the 
present condition and prospects of Ger- 
man colonial cotton cultivation in the 
severa] colonial districts, where the ex- 
periments have reached or are about to 
reach an industrial stage of develop- 
ment. 

The report begins with the statement 
that the condition of the cotton market 
. has become constantly more unfavorable 
in the past year and that the disparity 
between the world’s production and con- 
sumption of the raw material has beén 
aggravated by speculators at the ex- 


pense of the solid and intelligent textile 
industry, with its hundred million spin- 
dies and many million employees. “The 


black Thursday of the New York 
bourse,” says the “report, “the 3d of 
December, last, and the collapse of Cot- 
ton King Sully in March, of this year, 
are milestones in the history of our in- 
ternational economy. Germany has 
paid for the difference in price of 
American cotton in 1903 as against 1902 
with over 117,000,000 marks ($27,846,- 
000).”’ 
Cotton in German Colonies. 

Cotton culture in the colonies of Ger- 
many is under the direction of the 
colonial commercial cOmmittee and is 
supported by the imperial government 
and has made favorable progress. The 
report states that an America’ offer has 
been received for the introduction of 
negro cotton laborers, but the offer has 
been for the present declined. The work 
of cultivation is now carried on in two 
directions—cultivation by natives and 
on large plantations and a united or- 
ganization has been created which takes 
into consideration the local labor condi- 
tions ip the colony. 

The report takes up by colonies the 
question of cotton cultivation and shows 
its condition in the yarious colonial pos- 
sessions of the empire. 

Under the influence of the experiment- 
ing station at Tove, Togo cotton hag, in 
the opinion of the Bremen cotton ex- 
change, continuously improved from 
shipment to shipment. Successful ex- 
periments have been made _ there by 
crossing American with local seed, and 
the highest grade yet attained in Togo 
cotton was produced ‘‘fully good mid- 
Gling,”’ which was worth last February 
aoout |7 cents per pound. Up to this 
time about 50,000 pounds of various 
kinds of seed have been distributed, in- 
cluding American, Egyptian and Peru- 
vian, and it is estimateu by the govern- 
ment inspectors at Tove that the harvest 
of 1904 will amount to about 200,000 
pounds. The buying markets and gin 
stations, which are distributed through- 
out the colonies,.are controlled by the 
government Inspectors, as is also the 
distributions of loca] and foreign seed. 
The area of cultivation has this year 
been increased five-fold and the rea- 
sonable expectation is that with a nor- 
mal development of the culture the har- 
vest for 1905 will be five times as large 
as the present yield. Noteworthy is the 
first large cotton plantagion experiment 
of the Kpéme company, which plants 
cotton as an intermediate culture with 
cocoanut palms. The plantation has 
at its disposal well. trained draft an- 
imals and will also have good transpor- 
tation facilities, in view of its loca- 
tion on the coast railway, Lame-Kléin- 
Popo, now in course of construction. 
That the further development of cot- 
ton cultivation may be encouraged, it 
fias been decided to hold a cotton ex- 
position in Paline at the end of this 
year, at which various kinds of cotton 
and all sorts of machinery used in its 
cultivation and manufacture will be ex- 
hibited. Because of the absolute neces- 
sty of creating cheap and _e effective 
means of transportation, plans are be- 
ing considered for the construction of 
several new rallways, this being the only 
possible method of transportation in that 
part of tropical Africa because of the 
animal diseases preVhiling In that sec- 
tien. There is now before the reich-

tectorate of Togo for 8,000,000 marks— 
$1 ,904,000—for the construction of a rail- 
way in Togo. 

In Kamerun, the colonial committee 
has ordered several thousand kilograms 
of cotton from the district of Garua, 
in order to determine the quality and 
calcuiation of the Garua cotton. Im- 
perial Governor Puttkamer, the report 
says, has designated Garua as the cot- 
ton land of the future. In Bali the lo- 
cal misisOn has also commenced experi- 
ments with the culture of cotton.

For east 
Africa the planting time is the period 
from January to April; the harvest be- 
gins in the month of August. About 
70,000 pounds of foreign seed, mostly 
Egyptian of various grades, have been 
distributed. 

“In this country there are yunder culti- 
vation in the northern and _ southern 
coast districts, Tanga-Wilhemstal-Mom- 
bo, 222.3 acres; Panganf, 50 acres: Saa- 
dani, 100 acres; Bagamoyo, 395 agres; 
Dar-es-Salaam-Mrogoro, 700 acres: Mo. 
horro, !46 acres; Lindi, 500 acres: Mikin- 
dani 50 acres—altogether over 2,000 acres. 
in the Kilwa district the cotton inspector 
designates qa fairther 2,500 acres as good 
cotton land. 

‘The Usambara railway has exercised 
a favorable influence on the eotton cul- 
ture in the Tanga district. -The com- 
mittee has recommended to the reich- 
stag the granting of a subvention for a 
railway between Dar-es-Salaam and 
Mrogoro. 

‘In Songea, on Lake Nyassa, and es- 
pecially in the district of Nera, on the 
Victoria-Nyanza, experiments on a large 
scale have already been made with na- 
tive labor and plantations. The Nera 
cotton is exported via the Uganda rail- 
way and Mombassa. 

“The committee is also preparing for 
the cultivation of cotton on a large 
scale in the Rusidji territory, there being 
in that district, according to the state- 
ment of cotton experts, over 1,500 acres 
of excellent cotton land, and good facili- 
ties are afforded for transportation by 
the navigable Rusi(iji. 

Central Gin Station. 

“At the present time a central gin sta- 
tion, with steam power, is being erected 
in the colony, while the twenty-six gin 
machines and thirteen presses new in 
operation, are being carried forward by 
degrees toward the interior.

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LETTERS ABOUT RUSSIA 
BY MRS. ROBERT E. PARK 


HB Church of St. Isaac is said to 
Te one of the finest, if not the 

finest epecimen of pure Greek arcni- 
‘tecture in the worid. It is severely sim- 
ple, in striking contrast to its blazing 
'feons and glittering shrines, and one has 
to study it to comprehend its classic 
‘beauty. As with St. Peter in Rome, the 
Jonger one etudies, tne greater do its 
ilories appear. The foundation of the 
ichurch {is a perfect forest of piles—a mil- 
‘ion or more being sunk in the marsh on 
which the city is built. the cost ofr tne 
bullding is said to have been $1/6,00U,UU0, 
but a fabulous amount, has been spent 
upon it since to prevent its gradual sink- 


Ing. This cathedral, like all the Russian 


churches, is in the form of a Greek cross, 
each of the four grand entrances being 
@pproached by three broad flights of 
etenps, each flight «composed of a single 
block of granite brought from Finland 
on sledges over the snow—so the guide 
gald. Fach portico has !!2 massive pll- 
lars of polished granite 60 feet high, 
with a diameter of 7% feet, ‘‘the finest 
assemblage of granite monoliths in the 
vvorld.”’ The nillars are crowned with 
bronze capitals. Over the peristyles rises 
the chief dome 296 feet. which is over- 
lafd with gold bullion. Four small domes 
are placed at the four corners in bronze. 
French and Italian and. native artists 
have accomplished the embellishment of 
the facade. The great doors, nearly 5U 
feet wide and 36 feet high, are bronze, 
representing incidents in the life of the 
Savior. in relievo. 

As 1 have before intimated, there is no 
euch splendid assemblage of rare stones 
in the world, except, I am told, in the 
fnew Church of St. Savior at Moscow. ‘he 
‘floor is mostly of jasper: the columns of 
‘Japis lazuli and malachite are from the 
government quarries in Siberia, and 
many of them cost $30,000 each to trans- 
port to Petersburg. 

Our Lady Kazan. 

Most of the other churches are archi- 
tecturally commonplace except the UCa- 
thedral of Our Lady Kazan, the czar’s 
church, which is the head of the diocese. 
The saint to whom this church is dedi- 
cated the most popular on the Greek 
calendar. The cathedral, especially tne 
famous semi-circle colonnade, a copy 
of St. Peter, on a smalier scale. ‘Tne 
churches are always full of worshipers. 
The Israelites paid a tithe of their in- 
come to the Lord, Dut the Russian peas- 
ant or mujik gives ™cT he possesses. 
Strange “to relate, we see more men ‘than 
women in the churches, and I have heard 
that every man, be he day jaborer, mer- 
chant er prince, never falls to enter tne 
church and say a prayer or two once a 
day.

Stucco—Stucco Everywhere. 

Aimost all the buildings; palaces, shops 
and store houses,’ are covered with stucco, 
to prevent the disintegration of the brick 
from the effects of the severe cold in 
winter. This stucco in constant need 
of repair and the work goes busily on— 
Sunday and week day alike. 

Palaces of Petersburg. 

The Hermitage palace, built in a sort 
of Greek style, of which 1 have told you 
before, is likewise of the inevitable stuc- 
co, and is connected with the Winter pal-

ace by a covered way. lt Is an ever in- 
creasing wonder—an embarrassment of 
riches. The impression left upon the 
tired Drain after the first hasty view 18 
‘that of the wild phantasmagorila of an 
every changing kal¥idoscope.”’ 

Art Treasures of the Hermitage. 

The Hermitage possesses an unrivaled 
collection of  Murillo’s paintings—about 
two dozen. Here are fine specimens from 
the Dutch master—Steens, Snyders, Paul 
Botters, “‘eniers and Quentni Matsys. 
Then the Italian painters are represented 
by Raphael, Fra Angelico, da Vinci, Cor- 
regio, Michael Angelo, Titian and Dom- 
enichino. This tiresome enumeration is 
for E—’s benefit, the rest of you may 
shut your eyes and ears! 

‘Vasseli Verestchagin not only a 
great artist, but a great teacher with 
his brush, reminding One of ‘Tolstoi in 
his earnest preaching by the pen. The 
siege of “‘Plevna,” ‘‘After the-~ Battle,”’ 
“Jesus on the Lake of Gennesaret,”’ ‘“The 
Execution of the Nthilists’’ are examples 
of his powerful style. Other specimens 
of the Russian school are ‘‘Sunset on the 
Black Sea.” by Arvazofsky; the ‘‘Deluge”’ 
and the “Creation of the World,” by the 
same painter; ‘“The Nymphs in Water,” 
by Neff, ‘“‘The Brazen Serpent, ” by Bru- 
ni, and ‘“‘The Last Day of Pompeii.” 

The Winter Palace. 

he architecture of the Winter palace 
is “bombastic rococo’’—the critics say— 
whatever that may mean. It is painted 
a sort of terra cotta color and remark- 
able more for size than beauty. It is a 
huge, square structure fronting on the 
Neva. containing 1,700 rooms, and about 
twice the size of the capital at Washing- 
ton. It is said that as many as 6,000 
people had been sheltered and fed under 
its roof. Think of housekeeping on such 
a colossal scale! 

The throne room is a magnificent apart- 
ment of marble: it is said the entire 
white house at Washington could be 
erected within its walls. -The white hall, 
the hall of St. George, of Italian marble, 
140 by 84 feet in size, with a ceiling 60 
feet high, carved and gilded with pure 
gold leaf—how these RuSsiars adore gild- 
ing—the hall of the ambessadors and the 
hall of the field marshals are all superb 
apartments, but the drawing room of 
the empress is the most tasteful and yet 
most glittering of all. The doors are 
set with jewels. DUVozens of rooms are 
hung with Gobelin tapestry and numbers 
with silk and satin brocade. The Japa- 
nese, Chinese, Pompelian and Roman 
rooms are marvels; the various glass 
rooms, purple, pink, scarlet, yellow, blue 
and all. colors of the rainbown are inde- 
scribably gorgeous. 

Glitter Sometimes Palls. 

Yet, after all, the glitter sometimes 
palis. You find yourself comparing the 
other Buropean palaces to this over-dec- 
orated, over-brilliant home of royalty. 
“The palaces of the Louises at Ver- 
sailles and of the German emperor at 
Potsdam are much more chaste and no- 
ble in architecture; the queen's castle 
at Windsor is by far more picturesque; 
the new building for the state, war and 
navy departments at Washington sur- 
passes the Winter palace in bem#uty and 
simple elegance, while the new Palace 
of Justice, at Brussels, the finest archi- 
tectural work of this century, is grand- 
er, more graceful and _ pleasing in 
every respect, yet in none has so great 
an attempt at display been made, or so 
much money expended. The Winter 
palace is a mixture of splendor and shab- 
biness.”’

No 
people in the world are fonder of dis- 
play, glitter and show and none more 
wastefully, wickedly extravagant than 
the Russians. When I said, ‘“‘Think that 
all the money these palaces Nave cost 
hag been wrung from the degraded, 
starving poor,’’ M— replied, “Yes, but 
think, on the other hand, how much em- 
ployment they have given to the poor.”’ 

There is the Marble palace, with very 
little marble about it, but with floor and 
window frames of gilded copper, which 
shine brilliantly in the setting sun. The 
Michael palace upon which 5,000 men 
were employed for three years, ouilt by 
mad Emperor Paul, as eccentric a ruler 
as King Louis, of Bavaria, in which 
sOme of the great halls are entirely of 
Carrara marble, exquisitely carved by 
Florentine artists, is an exception to 
the prevailing sameness, being a castel- 
lated structure ,fortified, and dedicated 
to the ArcNangel Michael with this in- 
scription: “On thy house will the bless- 
ing of the Lord rest fuorever.’’ A more 
appropriate inscription for this ar@ghitec- 
tural Oddity would have been, ‘‘To the 
Archangel michael, from the Archfiend 
Paul.’ This palace is now occupled as 
a schoo} for engineers*for the army. 

The Laurida palace, built by Cather- 
Ine, the Great, for the most famous of 
her lovers ,Potemkin, is regarded as the 
Nandsomest of them all, the bal! room, 
lined with different colored marbles, and 
lighted by 20,000 wax candles, being con- 
sidered a model of beauty and brilliancy. 
Doubtless, there are a lot of bloody trag- 
edies connected with its history, as with 
most of the imperial dwelling places. 

Homes and Social Functions. 

The handsomest residences are situat- 
ed on the river front upon the English 
or the imperial quays. The former seems 
to be lined with royal palaces, the lat- 
ter is the fashionable residence street, 
and many of the residences are of 
fos napencons — Bigness seems to go a

The collection of French state pa- 
pers is said to be larger than exists in 
France, for when the archives of Paris 
were dragged out by the mob during the 
French revolution they were sold to the 
highest bidder. who happened to be the 
Russian ambassador. | tel] you this on 
the authority of W. E. Curtis. Writers 
on French history are: often obliged to 
visit St, Petersburg to determine ques- 
tions about their own country. The col- 
lection of oriental manuscript is the larg- 
est in the world; and the Hebrew collec. 
tion is very extensive. 

Tell E., our little book-lover, that Vol- 
taire’s entire -collection of books and 
manuscripts was purchased by Catherine 
the Great and preserved here. She will 
also be interested to know that the let- 
ters which passed between Mary, Queen 
of Scots, and the king of France are 
here, most of them in Mary's own hand- 
writing. 

The Artillery museum and the Academy 
of Sciences are only surpassed, the first 
by the collection of arms in the Tower 
of London and the second by the collec- 
tion in the British museum. 

Russian Universities. 

The University of Petersburg is one of 
the finest in Europe, with about 1,500 
Students. There are said to be seven 
other universities in the empire, that of 
Moscow being the largest. 

There are few common schools, and a 
Russian will tell you that they do not 
need them, that the lower classes are bet- 
ter off in ignorance, that ‘‘the less they 
known the better; a mijik is seldom a 
nihilist..”" The universities are hot beds 
of nihilism. "Phe children of the upper 
classes are €ducated by tutors and gov- 
frnesses until ready for the university. 
There is no picturesqueness in the rest- 
dence or business portion of Petersburg, 
and not much variety or originality of 
architectural Gesign. As in Paris, on:

From Pittsburg Professor Pickering 
goes on to the Yerkes observatory, where 
he is going to look for the ninth satellite 
of the existence of which is well 
established, but which no man has ever 
yet been able to see through the tele- | 
Pickering Wiscovered it 
several ageo in an examination of 
the Harvard observatory’s collection of 
stellar photographic negatives. From a 
series of these, which thus far furnish the 
only evidence of its existence, he has 
been able to construct very exactly the 
hody’s orbit. By means of the big tele- 
scope at Yerkes—the most powerful in 
this country—following his diagram by 
which he can locate exactly the position 
of the object on any night, he hopes to 
catch a giimpse of this ninth moon of 
Saturn which goes circling about the 
planet outside of its other attendants. 

In order to get the clearest possible 
atmosphere through which to continue 
the observations recorded in his atlas, 
Professor Pickering will visit Lowe ob- 
servatory dn Ecfio mountain near Pasa- 
dena, in southern Calffornia. On the At- 
lantic seaboard the quivering of the at- 
mosphere, though this is not visible to 
the naked eye, becomes so apparent 
through the telescope as seriously to in- 
terfere with the distinctness of observa- 
tions: in California the ‘‘seeing,’’ to use 
an astronomer’s phrase, is remarkably 
good, and this difficulty hardly appears. 
There Mr. Pickering will study more par- 
ticularly two of the moon's volcanic cra- 
ters, Eratosthenes and Plato. 

The crater Eratostnenes, 
diameter of 37 miles, affords the best 
possible opportunity for observing the 
changes in the appearance of the earth's 
satellite, the explanation of which in 
the Pickering atlas has given rise to so 
much discussion. Briefly stated, these 
neculigrities are the appearance and dis- 
appearance of ice and snow in several of 
tts volcanic craters and the evidences of 
the existence of vegetation. His moon 
photographs covering the lunar day from , 
sunrise to sunset, which is equivalent to 
14 of our terrestial days, show patches 
of white in some places and dark spots 
in others, the former: lessening, in some 
cases, to the vanishing point as the sun 
rises higher and higher, the latter in- 
creasing in density and extent during the 
same period. That these dark markings 
are not due to shadows is shown by the 
fact that they are most conspicuous at 
full moon when shadows are impossible. 

The method to be employed by the 
Harvard astronomer in further study of 
tnese changes in the moon's appearance 
iz interesting. He has had a dozen of 
the hundred and more photographs of 
hig atlas, representing ag many periods 
in the Junar day, reproduced in halftone, 
and takes with him a series of prints on 
which he will sketch in with a lead

The peculiarities of the crater Plato, 
a broad, flat floor dotted with 
little craters—or craterlets, as they are 
called—are also to be studied from Echo 
mountain. Seventy of these craterlets 
have been reported by different observers, 
but they change appearing 
and disappearing, and Professor Picker- 
ing wishes to check them up, 80 to speak. 
They were first’ observed by a commit- 
tee of British astronomers In 1870 and 
again in 1881. dn 1892 Profegsor Picker- 
ing inade another examination of them, 
und now that it is to construct 
a map showing all the discoveries in the 
erater Plato, both confirmed and uncon

While he is at Echo mountain, Profese 
sor Pickering will also make some 
further observations of Jupiter's satel- 
lites. When he was at Arequipa he found 
that all these bodles were, apparently, 
egg-shaped, and that ene, at Jeast, re- 
volved end over erid, so that sometimes 
it presents a round disk é the observer, 
and at others a Juminous broadside. 
With the very favorable atmospheric 
conditions in California he hopes to get 
a more perfect view of these interesting 
little moons, and to confirm his previous 
conclusions. 

Although a very study 
made of the craters of the moon 
tains it would naturaliy be of great ad- 
vantage if they could be examined by an 
astronomer jin person. Since, however, 
science has as yet not progressed far 
for that, the next best plan is to 
formations on earth's surface 
that are similar to those on the moon. 
These are found in their best estate in 
the volcanoes of Hawaii, among which 
Professor Pickering will spend a month. 
‘Terrestrial voleanoes, it should be said, 
are of two kinds—those caused by erup- 
tive explosions, like Vesuvius and Pelee, 
and those caused by engulfment, or the 
slow caving in of the earth's crust. The 
latter elass resembles the typical lunar 
mountains and is found most perfectly ex- 
emplified in Hawali. The four which Pro- 
fessor Pickering will particularly examine 
are Kilauea, the voleano which every 
traveler visits In Hawati and which is 
etill very much alive; Mauna IJ.a, a 
mountain 13.000 feet high and not very 
familiar to the ordinary traveler; Matina 
Kea. 1.000 feet higher. but now extinct; 
and Haleakala, an extinct monster with 
a crater 4 or 5 miles in diameter and 
2.000 feet deep. Even when they are in 
full vigor volcanoes of this type are 
perfectly approachable and it is safe for 
the scientific man to climb down Into 
their craters and observe’ their inner 
workings. 

On his way home Professor Pickering 
will spend several days among the geysers 
of the Yellowstone Park. The geysers 
issue from craters very similar to cer- 
tain craters on the moon from which 
streams seem once to have flowed; and it 
is interesting that the dry river bed of 
the moon, if tbat is what they are, show 
a peculiarity observed in dried-up water 
courses of the western deserts; they are 
widest at their sources and gradually 
taper away to a vanishing point—which 
is, of course, contrary to the usual de- 
velopment of terrestrial rivers. 

Altogether, the investigations Profes- 
sor Pickering is about to make promise 
to bring us a more intimate knowledge 
than we now have of our nearest celes- 
tial neighbor.

amous Telephone Man Talks of Recent Experi- 


ments in the Field of Aerial Navigation—-Dr. 
Bell Works All Night. 


(Capyrighted, 1904, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Washington, June 1!-(Special.)—‘‘Call 
upon me at my house at any time tomor- 
row night, between 10 and 4 o’clock in 
the morning, and the later the better.” 

These were the words of Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell. [I had asked him when 
we could best meet for a good long chat 
about the telephone and his recent ex- 
periments in the field of aerial navigation 
and this was the answer. Dr. Bell's fa- 
vorite working time is at night, and-his 
mind is at its brightest from midnight 
on. He is then free from interruption, 
and can give up his soul to the scientific 
experiments and inventions which form 
his life work. He never goes to bed until 
after 4 a. m., his usual sleeping hours 
being from 4 until ||. The afternoon is 
devoted to social and business engage- 
ments, and the night alone to reading and 
work, / 

Dr. Bell in 1904. 

These have been the habits of a life- 
time, and they are excellent ones if Dr. 
Bell’s health may be considered a test. 
He is now 57 years of age and is in 
his physical and intellectual prime. .Tall 
and well formed, with a great head fas- 
tened by a strong neck to broad, full 
shoulders, he is one of the finest looking 
as well as one of the most active of the 
men who are doing great things in the 
world today. The telephone was first 
patented in 1876. then he has 
made many other important inventions, 
and has done so much for science that 
he has been granted the highest honors 
by fhe chief scientific societies of Eu- 
rope, including the Volta. prize of 50,000 
francs, given by the French government 
to the few whose inventions are deemed 
of ttle greatest good to humanity. It 
takes imagination to invent, and Dr. 
Bell has this faculty to a remarkable de- 
gree. His vision, based upon his great 
scientific knowledge, is wider than that 
of the ordinary thinker, and his creative 
mind js always searching out and sug- 
gesting new things. This was evident 
throughout our conversation, of which I 
can repeat only a part. 

The talk covered a 
personal, now scientific, and now almost 
prephetic as to the possibilities of the 
future. It jumped from Japan to Nova 
Scotia and from Washington to London, 
from the use of a dead man’s ear in tele- 
phonic experiments to oratorical and mu- 
sical exhibitions over the telephone and 
graphophone, and from electricity to he- 
lium and radium, and the navigation of 
the air. 

Electricity and the Telephone. 

In our conversation about electricity I 
asked Dr. Bell whether his scientific 
knowledge of that force had not aided 
him in the invention of the felephone. 

“Not at all,”” he replied. ‘“‘When I .be- 
gan my experiments upon the telephone 
I had no scidntifific knowledge of elec- 
I knew practically nothing about

Hard by an antique pulpit has been 
raised, and it was from the foot of this 
that the weird procession started. 

Just after daybreak the local clergy 
held a brief service here, the vicar 
preached a five-minutes’ sermon, and the 
pilgrims Sang @ short Mass.

At the outset the procession consisted 
only of a few hundred peasants from the

From the Roman bridge to the chureh 
of St. Willibrod the distance is just over 
a mile, and when the head of the pro- 
cession had reached the resting place of 
the sacred relics, the tail of it was stil 
hop, hop, hopping over the bridge. 


Grotesque Scenes. 

Viewed from the heights the 
Sure, the scene was both grotesque and

Sixteenth infantry, division of the 
German army, has just sailed for German 
South Africa, there to take charge of the 
campaign against the kaiser’s rebellious 
subjects—the Hereros. These warlike na- 
50.000 strong, have provided the 
kaiser's crwck army with the toughest 
military nut it has been called upon to 
crack since the war with France, and 


iafter Six months of blundering by lead- 
ers of lower rank, the emperor decided to

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send an officer from the general staff to 


the scene of action. General yon Trotha, 
who enjoys a fine reputation as an or- 
ganizer and tactician, is taking with him 
reinforcements of 1,500 men and horses. 

The new commander in chief is 56 
years old. From 1894 to 1897 he com- 
manded the kaiser’s colonial forces in 
East Africa, and in 1900 he accompanied 
Count. von Waldersee to China with the 
rank of major general. 

Problems that will] 
Trotha’s abilities to the fullest await 
him in West Africa. The Hereros have 
proved a crafty and stubborn foe. In the 
Serious engagements that have so far 
taken place, they have succeedey in de- 
feating the kaiser’s troops signally. 
Their resistance has, indeed, become aso 
staunch that the Germans have practi- 
cally declared a truce, pending ar- 
rival of reinforcements from home. 

Armed with the Mauser rifies and am- 
munition supplied to them by German 
settlers in peaceful days, the WHereros 
have shown that they are strategists as 
well. On two occasions they have de- 
Cisively outwitted their crack antagon- 
ists, killing and wounding more than 100 
officers and men. There is considerable 
mystery about the result of one fight and 
the whereabouts of a machine gun, with 
which the natives are believed to have 
got away. 

The difficulties confronting Germany in 
its South West African colony have filled 
Germans at home with fresh convictions 
that the Fatherland is not “cu® out" for 
great colenial career. The present re- 
Hellion seems to have been the direct out- 
growth of burcaucratic government upon 
the part of German functionaries, who 
have attempted to govern negro natives 
in the jungles and wilds of Africa upon 
the ‘“‘mail-fist’’ lines with which Ger- 
mans at home are handled. Millions of 
marks worth of property have been de- 
stroyed by the Hereros and whole com- 
munities of German settlers have been 
massacred. The “‘little war’’ has already 
cost the kaiser over $3,000,000 and has 
wiped out the results of twenty wears 
of careful industrial and commercial ef- 
fort. Besides the military problem, the 
financial loss and economic waste in- 
volved in the war, the rebellion has 
stirred up a nasty departmental squab- 
ble in gerlin, with the foreign office, co- 
lonial office and war department fighting 
each other and indulging in all kinds of 
intrigue.

“Disorders in the Church of Eng- 
land. 


At last—after so many years—a royal 
commission was appointed last month in 
Great Britain to inquire into the ‘‘dis- 
orders’ (this is the premier’s phrase) in 
the church of England. 

The extent of these ritualistic prac- 
tices has been very great and for many 
years. Recently the Hon. and Rev. W. E. 
Bowen has published a volume of nearly 
200 pages—a copy of which he has sent 
to each member of parliament—contain- 
ing the results of his inquiry. He visited, 
himself, or by deputy, ninety-one church?2s 
situated in sixteen different. dioceses. He 
gives a detailed description of the char- 
acter of the service with its Romanizing 
adjuncts in each case. The sum total, 
as given by The Witness, is this: 

He found candles alight In broad day- 
light on many altars; ‘‘mass vestments” 
were worn by the officiating priest; the 
elements were ‘‘elevated:’’ altar incense 
was burned, in such quantities in some 
places that the sacrarium was so filled 
with smoke that it was difficult to see 
what was going forward; in many cases 
a processional cross was carried by a 
cross bearer, having on either side an al- 
colyte carrying a lighted candle; at Clif- 
ton, at one of the opening services of the 
church congress, the bishop of Truro— 
who was the preacher—wore an immense 
red cope, and had on either side of him 
an acolyte in scarlet cassock and collar. 
During the singing of the creed the bish- 
op was divested of his cope, and con- 
ducted to the pulpit in the nave, and on 
his return to the chancel he was revested 
in his cope. The deacon sang the gospel 
lesson after he hud crossed his forehead, 
lips, breast, and the book. The candles 
were lighted, the chalice was ceremoniai- 
ly mixed, the bell in the church tower 
was tolled, but there were no communi- 
canta. 

There are those in the church of Eng- 
land wso see, in all this, nothing that Is 
wrong. Referring to a repert that ten 
thousand of the clergy are unfaithful to 
the teaching of the church, the bishop 
of Lorn@m Mais declared that only ten or 
twenty of the curates are doing any- 
thing wrong. 

The urchbishop of Canterbury, on the 
other hand, views the situation with cou- 
cern. In reply to a deputation of members 
of parliament who waited upon him last 
March, he said: 

“TI say, to you

Care of Children’s Eyes. 

School authorities all over the country 
are taking up the matter of groper light- 
ing in school rooms and the subject is 
studied by oculists, architects and edu- 
eators. As a result the new school build- 
ings are equipped almost ideally in the 
the point of windows. Desks are ar- 
ranged at the correct heights, shades are 
adjusted carefully, rules for the care of 
eves are enforced, It is at home that 
the young eyes are in greatest danger. 

Very few mothers know what the care 
of eyes means. Very few realize how 
treacherous an affection of the eyes is. 
It ofien creeps stealthily for a number of 
vears before it makes itself Known. If 
the grown-ups who look after the little 
people at home will heed a few simple 
rules there will be less cause for com- 
plaint when these same little people are 
as old as their parents. 

Whether the child’s studying and read- 
ing are done by daylight or artificial 
light, see to it that the light falls over 
the shoulder. Never let the student face 
it. When writing, be sure that the light 
comes from over the left shoulder; other- 
wise the shadow of the hand wil] fall 
upon the page. The idea is that the light 
should fall directly and clearly upon the 
page and be shaded from the eyes. At 
night a drop should be used and its shade 
so turned that it keeps the-.glare out of, 
the eyes. 
‘Watch closely for apy tendency to 
near-sightedness. If the student holds 
the book clorer to the face than is nor- 
mal investigate the matter. Many a time 
it is merely habit to hold the book 
close, but it is a habit that brings about 
mvopia. If the child cannot see well 
with it at normal distance it is tt: % for 
a professional examination. 

Do not let a child read:«while in a lying 
position on in any other posture where 
the head will be rigid. When the head 
is free to move you will find that it does 
move, ever so little, and so assists the 
eyes to follow the lines. But when it 
is still the eye muscle have to do all the 
moving for themselves and they become 
tired and pains and aches and errors in 
vision arise.

Then all Pedo- 
baptists WY unite in one solid phalanx, 
and all Immersionists into one great body. 
The Pedobaptist and the Immersioniat 
will unite, thus completing the circle. 


Much has been written concerning a 
union of Baptists and Christians or Dis- 
ciples of Christ. And here, too, we 
find some real obstacles. Dr. Henson, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., one of -he leading 
Baptists north, in a letter to Dr. M. F;. 
Harlan (Disciples of Christ) presents the 
Sanest statements I have yet seen. He 
Says: 

“As to the body of Christians which 
pyou represent and the body of Christians 
Which I represent, there would seem to 
be few, if any, barriers in the way. We 
both belleve that the church is a body of 
baptized believers, banded togéther in 
the faith and fellowship of the gospel for 
the furtherance of Christ's kingdom, 
our only creed and code being the word 
of God. 

“As to the union of your denomination 
with mine, there 4g the difficulty arising 
from the fact that we have no such éc- 
Clesiasticism as the Episcopalians or 
Methodists and others, ana so we have 
no ‘genera] assembly’ to take action in 
such matters. Each of our churches be- 
‘ing democratic and independent, can only 
act for itself, and can bind no other 
church even of the ‘same faith and or- 
der.” The only way, therefore, in which 
union can be brought about would be by 
the merger of contiguous congregations 
afier mutual fraternal conferences and 
agreement concerning the terms of the 
merger. 

“As to the name, I thoroughiy regret 
with you the polyglot nameg of Christen- 
dom. The followers of Christ were first 
called disciples at Jerusalem. They were 
first called Cnristians at Antioch, proba- 
bly by their enemies as a term of re- 
proach. At any rate, they did count it 
reproach to be so denominated. And yet 
a change of nae in the case of a great 
denomination anything but an easy 
| mi atter, because of the prejudice to be en- 
countered and the legal questions in- 
ne touching chartered institutions 
f'and vested rights, so that if ever a 
| change were made’ it would come after 
'a long process of education and possibly 
| of legislation.”’ 

Granting all these difficulties, [ still be- 
lieve that so certain as God reigns in 
the heavens and his word is inspired, sv 
‘sure is the union of God's people.

are withering under the bright of sev- 
ered telegraph wires, are maintained 
solely for gambling purposes, and they 
bring gambling within the easy reach of 
all.

A Mormon’s Curious Testimony. 

At the final hearing in 
concerning Senator Smoot 
mon church, the witness was Angus M. 
Cannon, JR It was expected that his 
testimony would show that President 
Smith himself had performed a plural! 
marriage ceremony in 1896, six years af- 
ter the Woodruff manifesto. But Mr. 
Cannon said to the committee that he 
had lied about the marriage of his cousin, 
Abram H. Cannon, to Lillian Hamlin. A 
few weeks ago he told the story to Perry 
8S. Heath and s@€veral other gentiles in 
Salt Lake City, saying he had seen the 
marriage performed in the cabin of a 
boat in which President Smith and sey- 
eral other Mormons were making a pleas- 
ure trip from Los Angeles to Catlina 
island, and at a distance of more than 
three mileg from the shore. Abram H. 
Cannon already had three wives, and one 
of these (the witness's sister), he said 
in Salt Lake to the gentiles, left the 
cabin in anger when the marriage took 
place. But to the committee this witness 
asserted that he had told the story “as 
a joke,’ being under the influence ot 
liquor. He had not been with the party 
on the boat, and he did not know that 
Smith had performed the ceremony. Still, 
he thought that Smith really had married 
his cousin to Lillian Hamlin. His cousin 
died before the end of that year, and 
Miss Hamlin wag presgnt in the house 
during his last illness. She had a daugh- 
ter named Marva Cannon, who was 
recognized as his cousin's child and so 
treated by his cousin's other children. ‘I'ne 
witness is not in every good standing 
in the Mormon church, partly bécause he 
thinks there is ‘‘too much Smith’ in it.

Had the evangelists laid 
down their pens before narrating the res- 
urrection, it would not have been a pass- 
ing sensation of regret, but the univer- 
sal human heart would have been torn 
asunder between faith and doubt. There 
ks so much upon the sacred page to in- 
dicate Divinity, but the glorious seal to 
it would be lacking. The unfinished Mys- 
tery of Jesus Christ would have plunged 
each succeeding generation of readers

the disciples on the way to Emmaus 
would have been the world’s refrain:

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“GERMANY MAY BOUNCE 
KAISER AT ANY TIME 


KAISER 
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Despite the Bluster of William, He Has but Little 
Authority---His Talk of ‘Divine Rights” Is 
Veriest Bosh.

ERLIN, June 1!.—Professor Eugen 

von Jagemann, lecturer on law at 

the University of Heidelberg, aud 
ex-member of the federa] council, de- 
clared that that body has the rigit, 
without the consent of the reichstag, to 
Crssolve the empire and establish a new 
federation with diffgqerent institutions, 
Also that the federal council has power 
to dO away with the army, the navy, the 
-chancellor, and even the emperor him- 
self. 

The semi-official Wurtemberg Beobach- 
ter, dealing with the kaiser’s assumption 
of power, gays: ‘The best answer (to 
the kaiser’s talk about his divine rights 
would be an interpellation in the reich- 
stag to the effect whether it is advis- 
able to allow one reigning house to con- 
tinue in the imperial dignity for more 
than a stated period. By the interrupt- 
ed possession of the symbols of power the 
inclination or even the wish for genuine 
mastery may be fostered to the point 
where it becomes dangerous,”’ 

Strange, is it not? The would-be Char- 
lemange of the twentieth century liable 
to have his empire taken away from him, 
William of the divine right subject to dis- 
charge like a hired man. 

Yet the German constitution, as inter- 
preted by the chiefest jurists of the fath- 
erland, says so much, if not directly, by 
innuendo. 

Indeed, examination of that document 
show. that few outsiders seem to suspect 
even—namely, that as emperor, William 
does not possess highest authority with- 
out control. The emperor of Austria and 
the king of Italy signed the agreement 
of the triple alliance, “Francis Joseph, 
l. R.,”’ and “Victor Emanuel, R.,”’ while 
William was obliged preface his sig- 
pature with the words ‘In the name of 
the German empire.’’ Without the words 
‘in the name,” etc., the document would 
not be worth the paper it is written on. 
The realm’'s sovereign uncontrollable 
power, is vested in the totality of the 
German kings, princes and free cities; the 
kaiser acts as their representative and 
spokesman, not as master. He the 
first among equals, but as kaiser enjoys 
no ruling power. 

May Declare War. 

As president of the German federation, 
the kaiser may declare war-—after the 
federal council has approved the de- 
cision. This proviso should quiet any 
epprehension as to the possibilities of a 
Européan confiagration. William cannot 
mobilize a single battalion except under 
the authority mentioned, or unless Ger- 
man territory has been invaded or is 
threatened. He is bound to convene, 
prorogue, close Or dissolve the reichstag, 
but it is likewise his duty to summon 
the federa] council to assist him in his 
deliberations if two-thirds of the fifty- 
gizht voters demand it. Bills are sent to 
the reichstag ‘‘in the name of the kaiser’ 
and—‘‘according to the decisions of the 
federal council.”” The kaiser may take 
action against obstreperous members of 
the federation, but simply as executor of 
the council’s sentence. 

Unlike President Roosevelt, the kaiser 
has no veto. In the federal council his 
majesty has not even an individual voice. 
He is forbidden to address it on matters 
of- legislation. The council orders the 
proclamation of laws, and the kaiser has 
to do its bidding. Therefore, if he does 
not bridle his tongue it may happen that 
one fine day he will be ordered by the 
reichstag and federal council to publisn 
and proclaim a law against which he has 
been haranguing. Prussia controls seven- 
teen of the fifty-eight votes that make up 
the federal council. Prussian preponder- 
ance is, therefore, well nigh impossible. 

Kaiser Without Land. 

Also, unlike President Roosevelt, the 
kaiser, as stich, governs no territory, 
province or country direct. He is the 
highést authority in Alsace-Lorraine, but 
acting as the empire’s—that is, the fed- 
eral council’'s—‘‘delegate.’’ 

In the matter of religion, he has no 
voice. The reichstag and federal coun- 
ci] deal with spiritual matters only when 
the question of citizenship is concerned, 
as, for instance, in the case of the Jes- 
uits 

Though in Germany nearly 10 per cent 
of the male citizens are Office holders, 
the kaiser’s disposition of places is ex- 
tremely limited. His majesty appoints 
the chiefs of the postal and telegraph 
service in the majority of German states, 
He has also the right to nominate Ger- 
man consuls throughout the world, “after 
listening to the propositions of the com- 
mittee on commerce of the feedral coun. 
cil.’ The kingdoms of Bavaria and 
Wurtemberg appoint their own post and 
telegraph officials, high and iow. ‘Ine 
same holds good respecting the officials 
of the state railways. 

In affirs of police, public health, fi- 
nance and taxation, thé head of the em- 
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pire has no voice. The federal council 
looks after these things without consult- 
ing his majesty. But, gays the reader, 
surely the Kaiser is war lord, supreme In 
army matters? 

According to article 63 of the constitu-

This is literally carried out in Prussia, 
but in the other twenty-rour states and 
statelets the soldiers make oath upon tne 
flag of the country to which they belong, 
Baden, Wurtenbzerg, Anhalt, Mecklen- 
burg. Brunswick, or one of the _ free 
cities, Bremen, Luebeck, or Hamburg, 
promising their king or prince or sénate 
to follow the kaiser’s orders uncondi- 
tionally. 

This state of affirs reduces the kaliser’s 
claim to absolute military aythorfty out- 
side of Prussia to a minimum; and to em- 
phasize it further his right to appoint 
‘“his’’ ariny is Iimited. The 
kings and dukes and grand dukes and 
princes appojnt all officers for their con- 
tingents, including generals, with the 
proviso, however, that the names of the 
latter must be submitted to the kaiser, 

Bavaria Brooks No Meddling. 

Another point: Article 63 has been 
modified in favor of Bavaria to the ex- 
tent of denving the Kaiser any and all 
authority over Bavarian troops in times 
of peace, which means that the Bavarian 
army recognizes the federal generalis- 
simus only after the federal council nas 
authorized Nis imperial majesty to de- 
war. And even then William must 
not address himself directly to ‘‘his’’ two 
Bavarian army corps. The mobilization 
orders are to emanate with the king of 
fuvaria, “‘after consultation and in 
cordance with the federal generaiissi- 
mus.

country invites him to do so. He has 
nothing to say about appointments, unl- 
armaments, etc. These limita- 
tions of imperial power make Bavurian 
autonomy complete. Saxony and Wur- 
temberg are not so independent, because, 
the war of 1866, they were forced 
“military convention’ with 
Prussia, the terms of which guarantee 
the kaiser certain limited rights over 
the Kingdom's troops. . 

Ta sum up, the kaiser is neither a sov- 
ereign, nor does he reign over territory 
beionging to the crown; as a war lord he 
is not independent, and as he has not 
the power to declare war, his love of 
peace cannot be called strictly discretion- 
Nearly every one of his official acts 
depends upon the indorsement of the 
federal council. He may dissolve the 
reichstag as often as he likes, but must 
accept its decisions absolutely. His in- 
fluence with the federal council is equal 
the proportion of votes he controls— 
seventeen against fifty-eight. The organ- 
ization of the police, the disposition wf 
justice, the levying of taxes and duties 
are beyond his control—what then are the 
rights and prerogatives of this monarch, 
who has been styled ‘‘the mightiest’ of 
the earth? 

Above all, he is allowed to spend his 
own money. There jis no salary or civil 
list attached to the post of kaiser, only 
$100,000 or thereabouts set aside for 
purposes of charity. His majesty’s trav- 
els, his entertainments, his tremendous 
expenses for show purposes—he pays out 
of the Prussion civil list to the great joy 
of his roya] confreres of middle and south 
Germany, who are thus happlly relieved 
of representative duties. 

While his majesty’s internal -govern- 
ment duties comprise mainly the exécu- 
tion of the federal fortresses, he is alone 
responsible for the foreign ‘policy of the 
empire. 

And in this respect, and in this only. his 
powers would be superior to President 
Roosevelt's, if, like Roosevelt, he was 
absolute commander of the army and 
navy, which he is not,

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THE MAKING OF BOORS 
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Under the Vierkleur. 


General Ben J. Viljoen, whose novel of 
oe African life and adventure during 
he oBer war, entitled ‘‘Under the Vierk- 
‘leur’ has just been published by Messrs. 
mall, Maynard & Co., one of the 

Ost interesting personalities in America 
today. Although only 36 vears of age, 
this career has been full of mark and 
—- service both in civil and In military 
 Mfe. At the age of 30 Viljoen, then a 
‘commandant in the Boer army, rep- 
,Fesented the city of Johannesburg 
in the Volksraad.. He had already 
seen some service in the field at the 
time of the Jameson raid and during one 
of the fierce native rebellions in the 
northern Transvaal, in which he com- 
manded the Krugersdorp corps, the crack 
cavalry of the Boer army. At the out- 
break of the war with England, Viljoen 
was one of the first to cross into Natal 
with his command, and through nearly 
three years of the bloody struggle he 
fought with an energy and sagacity which 
won him constant, and rapid promotion. 
Finally, when assistant commandant 
general of the whole burgher forces, in 
January, 1902, he was ambushed ant 
jcaptured near Lydenburg In the Trans- 
‘vaal. Sent as a military prisoner to St. 
| Helena, he won the cordial respect and 
affectionate regard of the British officers 
Who came in contact with him: and one 
of these, Colonel Brinckman, command- 
ing the 3d Bluffs (East Kent regiment). 
‘contributed an enthusiastic preface to

Mrs. Gertrude Atherton thinks that con- 
temporary American literature is a tame 
and unprofitable product. She says so in 
The North American Review, and sets 
herself to explain why it is so bad. She 
charges ie with misrepresenting its coun- 
try, and contrasts the boldness and dy- 
namic energy of the American race with 
a literature “the most timid, the most 
anaemic, the most lacking in individu- 
allties, the mogt bourgeofse, that any 
country has ever known.”’ It might, she 
declares, be the product of a great vil- 
lage censored by the village gossip. She 
names Mark Twain and Bret Harte as the 
two American authors who first showed 
the shaping influences of a new nation. 
They could have been born and nourished 
nowhere else on the planet but here, and 
she wonders why 
permanent and important schools, or at 
least by their brilliant success remind 
others that ‘‘oroginality is the final and 
supreme touch which secures an artist a 
permanent position on the heights.’’ She 
has ‘hopes for the future. Our public
